Pennsylvania  Hospital. 

At  a  Stated  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held  the 
9th  month,  26th,  1887,  the  following  was  adopted : 

Whereas,  The  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  has  informed  the  Board  of  the  desire  of  the 
city  authorities  soon  to  complete  the  connection  of  the  culvert 
over  Mill  creek,  from  Haverford  avenue  to  Market  street,  and 
has  suggested  that  the  public  would  be  greatly  accommodated 
by  the  opening  and  dedicating  of  a  public  street  over  or  near 
the  route  of  said  culvert,  so  far  as  it  will  extend  through  the 
hospital  grounds. 

And  whereas,  We  have  been  advised  by  counsel  that  under 
the  existing  legislation,  and  the  previous  opening  and  dedication 
of  the  streets  on  the  eastern  and  western  boundaries  of  the 
hospital  grounds,  there  can  be  no  further  opening  of  any 
streets  through  the  hospital  property,  except  with  the  consent 
of  the  Board  of  Managers  thereof.     Now,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  upon  the  request  of  the  Councils  of  Phila- 
delphia, if  presented  within  twelve  (12)  months  from  this  date, 
the  consent  of  this  corporation  will  be  given  to  the  construc- 
tion of  the  sewer  over  the  creek  flowing  through  the  grounds 
of  the  hospital  for  the  insane,  and  the  opening  and  dedication 
of  a  street  of  seventy  (70)  feet  in  width  on  the  location  and 
route  proposed  in  the  plan  furnished  by  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  Surveyor  accompanying  his  said  communication:  Provided, 
That  such  request  be  accompanied  with  the  stipulation  that 
the  hospital  and  grounds  pertaining  thereto,  upon  such  request 
being  granted,  shall  be  exonerated  from  all  charges  and  ex- 
penses for  municipal  improvements  on  the  line  of  said  street, 
either  for  such  sewers  or  for  grading,  curbing,  paving  both 
foot-ways  and  carriage-way,  water-pipes,  or  the  like:  And 
provided,  That  proper  inlets  into  the  said  sewer  shall  be  fur- 
nished to  carry  the  drainage  from  the  hospital  grounds  free 
and  clear  of  any  expense  to  the  hospital:   And  provided  also. 
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That  a  proper  contract  in  writing  between  the  city  and  the 
hospital,  and  approved   by  counsel   for   both  parties  to  carry 
out  this  proposal,  be  executed  before  any  work  on  the  sewer 
or  street  shall  be  bes-un.

Gentlemen  : — The  undersigned,  District  Physicians  in  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  respectfully  submit  the  following  petition 
and  statement : 

For  many  years  past  there  has  existed  a  great  disparity  in 
the  salaries  paid  to  the  undersigned,  as  compared  to  those  paid 
to  district  physicians  in  nearly  all  the  other  important  cities 
in  the  United  States.  In  all  these  years  the  district  physi- 
cians of  Philadelphia  have  entertained  the  conviction  that 
their  salaries  were  not  a  full  compensation  for  the  responsi 
bilities  laid  upon  them,  the  medical  qualifications  required  for 
their  positions,  and  for  the  actual  labor  they  performed  in  the 
year ;  yet  with  this  conviction  the  undersigned  have  labored  to 
secure  to  Philadelphia  one  of  her  crowning  glories — an  efficient 
and  thoroughly  qualified  out-door  medical  service  for  the  poor. 

The  collegiate  education  and  necessary  skill  required  for  the 
fulfillment  of  our  duties  demand  alike,  in  the  interest  of  self- 
respect  and  for  what  is  due  our  patients,  salaries  sufficient  to 
maintain  our  work  and  labors  in  the  respective  districts. 

While  Philadelphia  has  grown  in  population,  resources,  and 
public  improvements,  and  while  her  name  has  become  world- 
wide for  hospitality  and  benevolence,  and. while  she  is  liberal 
and  generous  towards  her  public  servants  in  nearly  all  the  de- 
partments, yet  she  stands  to-day  towards  her  twenty-three 
district  physicians  in  a  less  favorable  attitude  of  pay  than  in 
any  other  of  her  branches. 

The  average  pay  of  Philadelphia  out-door  physicians,  con- 
trasted with  that  given  in  the  cities  of  New  York,  Boston, 
Chicago,  Newark,  Detroit,  St.  Louis,  Buffalo,  Baltimore,  and 
Pittsburgh,  will  be  found  to  be  less  per  year  than  is  paid  by 
these  cities. 

This  communication  is  predicated,  therefore,  on  the  belief 
that  the  undersigned  will  have  not  only  the  sympathy  of  your 
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Board  in  their  move  for  adequate  salaries,  but  also  the  active 
co-operation  of  your  members  in  securing  from  Councils  a 
more^'ust  and  equitable  recognition  of  our  services. 

With  these  statements,  and  a  bare  allusion  to  the  high 
qualifications  necessary  in  the  prosecution  of  our  duties,  and 
the  cares  and  responsibilities  of  our  positions,  and  the  constant 
struggle  to  meet  our  expenses  on  such  meagre  salaries,  the 
undersigned  respectfully  petition  your  Board  to  ask  City 
Councils  to  increase  the  item  for  salaries  for  district  physicians 
from  $2,760—|120  per  year— to  $9,200— $400  per  year. 

If  such  an  increase  can  be  obtained  from  Councils,  the 
undersigned  feel  confident  that  it  will  be  so  apportioned  by 
your  Board  as  to  make  a  just  increase  in  each  of  our  salaries.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  7th  insta  n 1 . 
enclosing  copy  of  a  resolution  of  inquiry  regarding  the  railway 
paving  test  case,  requesting  me  to  inform  Councils  of  the  pro- 
gress made  in  the  suit  of  the  city  to  test  the  right  of  the  rail- 
road companies  to  repave  the  streets  as  directed  by  Councils. 

On  April  5th  of  hist  year,  in  answer  to  a  communication 
from  the  Hon.  Wm.  B.  Smith,  Mayor,  I  wrote  an  opinion  in 
which  I  said  that  railroad  companies  are  bound  to  pave,  repave, 
and  repair  the  entire  streets  occupied  by  them,  unless  they  are 
exempted  by  some  provision  in  their  charter,  and  that  there  is 
nothing  in  the  law  to  prevent  the  adoption  by  the  city  of  im- 
proved pavements,  and  nothing  to  relieve  the  railroad  companies 
from  the  expense  of  putting  down  such  pavements  and  keeping 
them  in  repair. 
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Subsequent  to  this  opinion,  the  Highway  Department,  to- 
test  the  question,  notified  the  Ridge  Avenue  Passenger  Rail- 
way Company,  and  the  Union  Passenger  Railway  Company  to 
repave  Ninth  street  with  Belgian  blocks.  The  said  Passenger 
Railway  Companies  neglecting  so  to  do,  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment tore  up  the  street  on  Ninth  street,  between  Race  and 
Vine  streets,  and  laid  Belgian  blocks.  I  was  then  directed  to 
bring  suit  to  collect  the  expense  of  the  said  paving  from  the 
said  railway  companies,  or  whichever  might  be  liable.  These 
suits  were  instituted  and  are  now  pending.  We  filed  our 
declaration,  and  the  companies  both  made  defence.  The  Ridge 
Avenue  Passenger  Railway  Company  on  the  ground  that  it  is 
absolutely  freed  by  the  provisions  in  its  charter  from  any  care 
of  the  highways  occupied  by  it.  The  Union  Passenger  Rail- 
way Company  sets  up  as  a  defence  that  it  has  no  rails  on 
Ninth  street,  but,  under  a  contract  between  it  and  the  Ridge 
Avenue  Passenger  Railway  Company  it  uses  the  rails  of  said 
company.  I  may  mention  in  this  connection  that  a  worse 
selection  of  locality  could  not  have  been  made  in  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  for  testing  this  important  question. 

In  order,  however,  that  this  case  might  reach  a  speedy  con- 
clusion, we  have  entered  into  an  arrangement  with  the  counsel 
representing  the  Ridge  Avenue  Passenger  Railway  Company, 
Mr.  Gendell,  to  file  a  case  stated  bringing  up  the  question  as 
between  the  city  and  that  road,  as  to  the  liability  of  the  said 
railway  company  to  care  for  the  streets  over  which  it  runs  its 
line.     This  case  will  be  argued  this  fall. 

It  may  not  be  out  of  place  for  me  at  this  time  to  say  that  a 
summary  way  to  settle  the  question,  would  be  for  the  Bureau 
of  Highways  to  enter  upon  a  street  occupied  by  but  one  rail- 
way company,  after  giving  notice  to  repave  with  improved 
pavement,  and  designating  the  kind  and  the  manner  of  con- 
struction, and  if  said  railway  company  do  not  comply  with  the 
notice  or  directions  so  given,  then,  if  necessary,  the  Highway 
Department  to  block  off  the  street,  tear  up  the  pavement  and 
repave  as  Councils  may  direct,  selecting  a  locality  cut  of  re- 
pair, and  upon  the  line  of  a  railway  which  is  clearly  liable  for 
the  care  of  the  streets  over  which  it  runs,  and  in  the  vicinity 
of  improved  pavements  laid  by  the  city  or  citizens. 

I  have  had  several  consultations  with  General  Wagner, 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  in  relation  to 
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this  matter,  and  he  is  at  present  considering  the  feasability  of 
acting  upon  my  suggestion.

Gentlemen  : — The  House  Drainage  Committee,  to  which 
was  referred  the  communication  of  the  Chief  Inspector  of 
House  Drainage,  requesting  the  Board  to  recommend  an 
increase  of  four  in  the  number  of  Drainage  Inspectors,  in 
addition  to  the  assistanl  required  for  office  work,  respectfully 
report,  that  in  their  judgment,  the  additional  number  of 
inspectors  asked  for  are  essential  to  compel  a  proper  observance 
of  the  rules  of  the  Board,  and  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
work  required  of  the  Drainage  Inspectors  can  be  better  per- 
formed by  decreasing  the  size  of  the  districts  and  increasing 
the  number  of  inspectors,  and  furnishing  them  with  a  limited 
number  of  car  tickets.  The  city  at  present  is  divided  into  six 
house  drainage  districts,  and  up  to  this  date  there  has  been 
submitted  about  8,300  plans  ;  in  addition  to  the  inspection 
visits  required  for  this  work  there  has  been,  and  will  continue 
to  be  referred  to  the  House  Drainage  Division  a  large  number 
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of  nuisance  complaints,  relating  to  defective  systems  of  house 
drainage,  some  of  which  involve  entire  blocks  of  houses  that 
require  a  great  deal  of  time  and  patience  to  trace  the  lines  and 
connections.  Whenever  this  class  of  work  is  returned  not 
complied  with,  additional  labor  is  required  to  prepare  plans  and 
specifications  for  the  Health  Officer  to  invite  proposals  on.  Of 
the  total  number  of  plans  that  will  be  submitted  for  the  year 
ending  December,  1887,  fully  one-fourth  of  the  work  repre- 
sented by  said  plans  will  not  be  complied  with  before  the  month 
of  July,  1888,  as  has  been  the  case  with  the  plans  submitted 
1886.

Gentlemen  : — For  the  quarter  ending  September  30,  1887, 
there  were  in  the  various  Sinking  Funds  securities  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  amounting  to  $21,038,350. 

These  loans  are  represented  by  several  thousand  certificates, 
ranging  in  amounts  from  $25  to  $100,000,  and  over.  These 
certificates  are  held  in  fifty-three  different  Sinking  Funds, 
representing  the  various  loans  of  the  city,  which  loans, 
maturing  at  different  times,  cause  repeated  changes  in  the 
certificates,  and  constant  assignment  from  one  fund  to  the 
other.  This  accumulation  of  certificates  renders  an  accurate 
count  of  the  securities  laborious  and  difficult  to  the  Commis- 
sioners, and  renders  the  frequent  consolidation  of  them  into 
certificates  of  larger  amounts,  not  only  desirable  but  absolutely 
necessary  in  order  to  keep  a  proper  watchful  care  over  the 
city's  investments,  at  the  same  time  giving  opportunity  to 
make  each  Sinking  Fund  the  owner  of  its  own  loan. 

The  consolidation  of  these  certificates  requires  considerable 
clerical  labor ;  labor,  too,  not  anticipated  as  part  of  the  work 
assigned  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission,  and  so  considered 
by  the  City  Councils  heretofore,  inasmuch  as  $500  has  been 
on  several  former  occasions  appropriated  by  it  to  cover  the 
expenses  of  just  such  work. 
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We  therefore  respectfully  ask  your  Honorable  Bodies  to  make 
an  appropriation  of  $500  for  the  purpose  named,  either  by 
transfer  or  otherwise.

Sir  : — I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with 
your  instructions  of  the  27th  ultimo,  which  are  herewith  ap- 
pended, I  visited  the  Lazaretto  in  pursuance  thereof,  and  beg  to 
submit  the  following :   The  water  supply  is  obtained  from  four

pump-wells  and  two  rain-water  cisterns.  The  pump  wells  are 
located  respectively  at  the  residences  of  the  physician,  quaran- 
tine master,  and  steward,  and  at  the  hospital.  The  drainage 
is  all  superficial  from  the  dwellings — from  the  physician's  and 
steward's  to  a  side  ditch  running  along  the  western  limits  of 
the  grounds  to  the  river,  which  it  scarcely  reaches  ;  from  the 
quarantine  master's  to  an  adjoining  lot,  and  from  the  hospital 
into  the  surrounding  soil.  The  sewage  disposed  of  in  this 
manner  is  kite-hen  slops  only,  there  being  no  water-closet 
drainage  at  the  station.  It  is  conveyed  through  shallow  pipes 
to  the  ditch,  where,  owing  to  the  obstructed  course,  it  stagnates 
and  becomes  offensive. 

The  present  water  supply  is  not  of  good  quality,  nor  is  it 
well  protected.  The  three  pump-wells  supplying  the  resi- 
dences are  located  within  20  yards  of  the  privy  wells.  These 
latter  always  contain  water,  and,  owing  to  the  porous  character 
of  the  soil,  soakage  and  infiltration  are  unavoidable.  Long  use 
has  rendered  the  soil  surrounding  the  privies  pernicious,  and  the 
soluble  condition  of  their  contents  facilitates  the  transmission 
of  filth  to  the  pollution  of  the  water  supply.  The  water  from 
the  pump-well  at  the  hospital  is  not  used  for  drinking,  nor  in 
the  preparation  of  food;  its  odor  is  so  foul  as  to  render  it 
wholly  unfit  for  domestic  use.  However,  the  possibility  of  its 
being  used  in  case  of  a  large  demand  for  hospital  purposes 
would  render  it  a  source  of  danger  should  ll  cholera  or  some 
such  disease"  be  treated  there. 

The  largest  demand  is  made  upon  the  pump  at  the  steward's 
residence.  This  water,  therefore,  might  be  considered  to  be 
the  best  at  the  station.  A  sample  was  procured  and  submitted 
to  Dr.  Cresson  for  analysis,  the  result  of  which  is  appended. 

It  will  be  seen  from  this  that  present  impurities  have  been 
somewhat  neutralized  by  oxidation,  but  this  cannot  always  be 
relied  on  as  a  means  of  purification,  if  the  cause  of  the  pollu- 
tion continues. 

A  good  and  wholesome  supply  of  water  might  be  obtained 
if  the  privy  well  at  the  steward's  was  thoroughly  cleaned  and 
filled  up,  the  pump-well  deepened  and  lined  with  a  new  wall 
well  laid  in  cement  to  a  depth  of  25  feet  from  the  surface  of 
the  ground  in  order  to  exclude  superficial  drainage. 

This  well  being  supplied  with  a  pump  operated  hy  a  caloric 
engine,  or  wind-mill,  would  furnish  sufficient  water  for  the  en- 
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tire  station  if  storage  capacity  could  be  obtained  in  the  attic 
of  the  main  building. 

This  water  could  be  used  for  all  domestic  purposes.  To 
supply  the  water-closets,  which  would  become  necessary  on  the 
abandonment  of  the  privy-wells.  An  abundant  supply  of 
water  could  be  procured  from  the  river  and  stored  for  copious 
flushing. 

An  intercepting  reservoir  for  water-closet  drainage  would 
become  necessary  in  order  that  disinfection  might  be  accom- 
plished before  final  discharge  into  the  river,  as  owing  to  the 
extended  marsh  in  front  of  the  station  it  would  be  difficult  to 
reach  low-water  with  outlet  pipes,  except  at  the  pier,  where 
the  l>  Visitor"  is  moored.  The  drainage  to  the  river  would  be 
simplified  if  the  intervening  marsh  was  filled  up.  For  water 
storage  the  four  attics  could  be  used,  if  necessary,  for  a  more 
equal  distribution  of  the  weight,  and  a  less  liability  of  freezing 
than  if  tanks  were  erected  outside. 

It  may  be  proper  to  add  in  this  connection  that  the  cellars 
under  the  steward's  residence  frequently  contain  water.  This 
is  partly  due  to  their  great  depth,  and  might  be  obviated  by 
filling  them  with  18  inches  of  earth  and  cementing.  I  think 
if  the  arrangements  suggested  are  carried  out  the  healthfulness 
of  the  station  will  be  augmented.

from  Norris  to  Diamond  streets ;  on  Mechlin  street,  from 
sewer  in  Wakefield  street  to  Seymour  street  ;  on  Miller 
street,  from  the  sewer  in  Wisteria  avenue  to  Wister  street ;  on 
Price  street,  from  Hancock  street  to  the  sewer  at  Engle  street; 
on  York  street,  from  the  sewer  at  Fifteenth  street  to  the  west 
line  of  Sixteenth  street.  Said  sewers  to  be  built  in  accord- 
ance with  specifications  prepared  by  the  Chief  Engineer  and 
Surveyor. 

Sect.  2.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
shall  advertise  according  to  law,  announcing  that  bids  will  be 
received  for  the  sewers  above  designated,  and  he  shall  allot 
the  same  to  the  lowest  bidders  ;  and  it  shall  be  a  condition  of 
said  contract  that  the  contractor  shall  accept  the  sums  assessed 
upon  and  charged  to  the  properties  lying  on  the  lines  of  said 
sewers  in  manner  and  form  authorized  by  ordinance,  entitled 
16 
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"  An  Ordinance  regulating  the  assessment  upon  property  for 
the  construction  of  branch  culverts  or  drains,'"  approved  May 

12.  1866,  and  supplement  thereto  approved  February  16, 
1869  ;  any  excess  over  and  above  said  assessment,  in  addition 
to  that  provided  for  by  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance 
authorizing  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  draw  war- 
rants for  street  intersections,  manholes,  and  legal  deductions 
in  the  construction  of  branch  sewers,"  approved  April  3, 
1868,  to  be  charged  to  item  (for  branch  sewers)  of  annual 
appropriation  made  to  Bureau  of  Surveys.  Provided,  Said 
excess  does  not  exceed  the  sum  of  seven  thousand  (7000) 
dollars.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Surveys,  to  which  was 
referred  an  ordinance  to  strike  from  the  plan  of  the  city  Ara- 
mingp  canal,  from  Girard  avenue  to  Huntingdon  street,  and 
substitute  a  street  therefor,  beg  leave  to  present  the  following 
report : 

The  Aramihgo  canal  was  projected  about  fifty  years  ago, 
with  the  design  of  utilizing  the  bed  of  "  Gunner's  Run,"  that 
discharged  into  the  river  at  the  foot  of  what  is  now  known  as 
Otis  street,  and  converting  it  into  an  inland  water-way  for  the 
accommodation  principally  of  the  coal  and  lumber  traffic.  From 
the  outlet  the  canal  was  to  continue  up  the  bed  of  Gunner's 
Run  ;  thence  by  low  ground  to  Frankford  creek,  a  distance  of 
about  three  miles. 

This  canal  was  also  to  carry  away  the  rain-fall  and  sewer 
drainage  of  the  portions  of  the  city  contiguous  to  it.  The 
calculation  apparently  being  that  the  tidal  current  would  be 
sufficient  to  carry  with  it  all  sewage  and  other  matter  depos- 
ited in  the  stream,  and  the  grades  of  contiguous  streets  were 
established  in  conformity  with  this  design.  A  canal  company 
was  incorporated  many  years  ago,  but  has  gone  out  of  exist- 
ence and  its  charter  has  been  repealed. 

Gunner's   Run   occupies  a  portion  of  the  bed  of  what  was 
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evidently  once  a  back  channel  of  the  river  that  extended  from 
the  mouth  of  Frankford  creek  to  the  present  canal  outlet,  cut- 
ting off  an  island  from  the  main  land  of  about  three  miles  in 
length  and  about  a  mile  in  width  at  its  widest  part,  with  a 
maximum  elevation  of  about  24  feet  above  tide. 

The  inlet  becoming  gradually  closed,  the  river  water  ceased 
to  flow  into  the  old  channel,  but  the  several  streams  carrying 
the  rain-fall  from  the  surrounding  country  kept  the  outlet  open 
through  what  was  afterwards  known  as  Gunner's  Run;  and 
the  inflowing  tide  through  the  same  outlet  converted  the  old 
back  channel  into  a  marsh,  in  which  condition  it  exists  to-day, 
with  an  elevation  but  little  above  tide,  with  high  ground 
between  that  and  the  river. 

From  its  river  outlet  to  Girard  avenue  the  Aramingo  canal 
is  100  feet  in  width,  and  navigable  at  high  tide  for  lumber 
rafts  and  lighters  ;  thence  to  Somerset  street  it  is  80  feet  wide, 
and  so  filled  throughout  its  entire  width  with  solid  matter  that, 
even  at  high  water,  it  is  almost  useless  for  the  purposes  of  nav- 
igation, and  when  the  tide  is  out  it  exposes  a  bed  of  slimy 
mud  to  putrefy  in  the  sun's  rays. 

The  Chief  Disinfector  of  the  Board  of  Health  testified 
before  your  Committee  that,  in  his  opinion,  the  canal,  in  its 
present  condition,  is  extremely  prejudicial  to  the  health  of  the 
surrounding  neighborhood,  and  presented  statistics  to  show 
that,  in  the  year  1880,  there  were  130  cases  of  typhoid  fever 
alone  directly  attributable  to  the  foul  miasma  from  its  putrefy- 
ing bed. 

As  a  section  of  the  canal  is  still  navigable  at  high  tide,  the 
question  of  damages  for  loss  of  riparian  rights  would  be  in- 
volved in  the  proposed  change.  For  the  purpose  of  ascer- 
taining the  probable  amount  of  such  damages  your  Committee 
held  a  meeting,  at  which  every  property  holder  from  Otis 
to  Somerset  street  wTas  invited  to  be  present.  A  large  number 
responded,  and  nearly  every  foot  of  ground  was  represented, 
with  the  gratifying  result  that  every  property  holder  but  four 
(and  they  representing  but  about  923  feet  in  the  whole  12,000, 
on  both  sides  of  the  canal),  expressed  themselves  favorable  to 
the  proposed  change  and  agreed  to  cede  to  the  city,  free  of  cost, 
any  rights  they  might  have  in  the  canal. 

Your  Committee  is  of  opinion,  therefore,  that  the  Aramingo 
canal,  not  onlv  from  Girard  avenue  to  Huntingdon  street,  but 
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throughout  its  entire  length,  should  be  abandoned  and  a  street 
substituted. 

Should  this  recommendation  be  carried  out,  the  problem 
that  then  presents  itself  for  your  consideration  is,  "  What  dis- 
position shall  be  made  of  the  storm-water  and  sewage  that  now 
finds  its  outlet  into  the  canal  through  the  Hart  Creek  Sewer 
at  Somerset  street,  the  Huntingdon  and  Tioga  street  sewers 
(now  built),  and  other  main  sewers  to  be  constructed  in  the 
future  to  accommodate  the  drainage  of  about  4,000  acres?" 

Two  methods  of  accomplishing  tins  are  suggested  to  your 
Committee. 

First. — To  build  a  large  main  sewer  along  the  entire  line  of 
the  canal  with  its  outlet  at  Otis  street,  of  sufficient  capacity  to 
carry  off  the  entire  drainage  of  the  section  now  discharging 
into  it. 

The  difficulty  of  carrying  this  plan  into  effect  would  arise 
from  the  fact  that  the  grades  of  the  intercepting  streets,  as  at 
present  established,  are  too  low  to  admit  of  the  construction  of 
a  sewer  or  sew^ers  of  sufficient  capacity  to  do  the  work  required. 

The  drainage  area  of  Gunner's  Run  and  its  tributaries 
amounts  to  about  4,000  acres.  The  canal,  which  is  100  feet 
wide,  would  be  raised  by  the  flood  of  a  maximum  rain-fall  full 
four  feet  high.  To  carry  this  would  require  a  sewer  19  feet 
in  diameter,  which  size  would  elevate  the  crown  of  the  sewer 
seven  feet  higher  than  the  present  floor  of  the  bridge  at  Girard 
avenue. 

This  would  necessitate  raising  the  grades  to  such  an  extent 
that  the  land  damages  would  be  enormous,  and  your  Committee 
do  not  feel  justified  in  recommending  the  adoption  of  this 
plan. 

Second. — To  abandon  the  idea  of  main  sewers  along  the 
entire  length  of  the  canal,  and  in  place  thereof  intercept  all  the 
storm-water  and  sewage  north  of  Somerset  street,  and  conduct 
it  through  several  east  and  west  sewers  direct  to  the  river. 

This  would  so  reduce  the  amount  of  water  to  be  carried  that 
it  would  be  practicable  to  construct  a  sewer  from  Somerset 
street  through  the  present  bed  of  the  canal,  of  12  feet  in 
diameter,  which  would  not  require  the  proposed  street  to  be 
raised  more  than  10  feet  above  tide,  the  present  elevation  of 
the  bridge. 
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In  considering  this  plan,  we  must  bear  in  mind  the  topo- 
graphical features  of  the  district  under  consideration,  viz: 
Two  ridges  of  about  equal  elevation  above  tide,  about  half  a 
mile  distant  from  each  other,  and  a  depression  between  them, 
the  old  back  channel  with  an  elevation  of  only  a  little  above 
low  tide.  Across  this  territory  many  streets  are  now  opened, 
graded,  and  several  of  them  are  paved;  there  are  but  few 
buildings  in  the  lower  portions. 

In  order  to  more  readily  understand  the  subject,  let  us  con- 
sider the  line  of  Westmoreland  street,  with  the  view  of  con- 
structing a  sewer  from  Frankford  avenue  to  the  river. 

At  Frankford  avenue  the  elevation  is  15  feet,  the  ground 
then  falls  gradually  for  a  distance  of  2,000  feet  to  Cedar 
street,  near  the  line  of  the  old  canal  where  the  ground  is  at 
low  tide,  then  rises  until  Belgrade  street  is  reached  with  an 
elevation  of  12  feet,  and  from  there  a  gradual  fall  to  the  river. 

These  features  will  in  the  main  apply  to  all  the  east  and 
west  streets  north  of  Girard  avenue. 

But  in  order  to  carry  this  plan  into  effect,  it  becomes 
necessary  to  revise  and  raise  the  grades  of  the  street  12  feet 
at  the  lowest  point. 

As  the  streets  directly  affected  by  this  change  of  grade  are 
for  the  most  part  unbuilt  upon,  the  expense  attending  it  would 
be  at  the  minimum,  and  the  city  could  derive  a  revenue, 
should  it  be  so  desired,  by  making  the  streets  a  dumping 
ground,  and  making  a  moderate  charge  for  the  privilege  of 
using  it. 

The  main  item  of  expense  would  be  for  repaving,  but  as 
the  streets  when  paved  are  paved  with  rubble,  their  improve- 
ment woidd  be  well  worth  the  cost. 

The  advantage  of  adopting  the  second  proposition  would  be, 
obtaining  an  efficient  sewerage  system  that  would  reclaim  a 
large  portion  of  the  Twenty-fifth  Ward,  from  which  the  city 
derives  now  little  or  no  revenue,  relieving  the  Aramingo  canal 
below  Girard  avenue  from  the  inflow  of  storm-water  and  sew- 
age from  an  area  of  about  3,000  acres,  and  thus  rendering 
practicable  the  construction  of  a  sewer  from  that  point  to  the 
foot  of  Otis  street,  that  would  effectually  remove  the  pestilen- 
tial nuisance  that  now  poisons  the  atmosphere  along  the  line 
of  the  Araminiro  canal. 
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The  cost  of  the  plan  recommended  by  your  Committee 
would  be  as  follows  : 

Westmoreland  .Street  Sewer,  7,800  feet  long $171,000  00 

Someiset  Street  Twin  Sewers,  4,215  feet  long 300,000  00 

Aramingo  Canal   Sewer,  Somerset  street  to  river,  o,425  feet 

long 300,000  00 

Huntingdon  Street  Sewer,  6,000  feet  lung 72,000  00 

Other  tributary  sewers , 150,000  00 

Total  eost $992,000  00 

While  the  cost  may  seem  excessive  at  the  first  glance,  it 
must  be  remembered  that  but  a  certain  amount  of  work  can  be 
done  each  year  until  the  work  is  completed.  The  appropriation 
of  $100,000  per  year  would  be  all  that  could  be  economically 
expended  upon  the  work. 

Your  Committee  in  making  these  estimates  have  not  inclu- 
ded the  question  of  land  damages  arising  from  the  necessary 
change  of  grade. 

Some  damage  must  necessarily  accrue,  but  the  importance 
of  the  change  is  so  momentous,  and  the  probable  amount  so 
small  in  comparison  with  the  benefit  to  be  conferred,  that  it 
earnestly  recommends  the  change  to  be  made  at  once. 

Each  year  that  the  work  is  delayed  will  only  increase  the 
cost,  and  in  a  few  years  will  present  such  obstacles  that  the 
project  will  be  rendered  impracticable. 

While  the  matter  of  detail  must  necessarily  be  left  to  the 
Board  of  Surveyors,  your  Committee  deems  it  to  be  its  duty, 
in  order  that  your  Honorable  Bodies  may  arrive  at  an  intelli- 
gent knowledge  of  a  subject  of  such  vast  magnitude,  of  such 
vital  importance  to  the  health  of  a  large  section  of  the  city, 
and  involving  such  large  expenditures  of  public  money  to 
enter  thus  fully  upon  the  discussion  of  a  matter  that  is  not 
directly  connected  with  the  ordinance  referred  to  it  for  consid- 
eration and  report. 

Something  should  be  done  to  relieve  the  Eighteenth,  Thirty- 
first,  and  northeastern  section  of  the  Twenty-fifth  Ward  from  the 
nuisance  they  so  justly  complain  of. 

By  ordinance  approved  February  24,  1887,  you  have  already 
authorized  striking  so  much  of  the  Aramingo  canal  from  the 
city  plan  and  substituting  a  street,  from  Huntingdon  street  to 
Frankford  creek,  with  the  gratifying  result  that  since  the  pass- 
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age  of  that  ordinance  there  have  been  built  113  houses  on  the 
land  adjacent,  increasing  the  taxable  valuation  to  the  extent 
of  about  $200,000. 

Every  foot  of  ground  along  the  line  of  the  canal,  now 
a  mere  swamp,  breeding  malaria  to  poison  the  atmosphere, 
would  by  the  adoption  of  some  such  plan  as  suggested  by  your 
Committee,  be  rendered  equally  desirable,  and  by  its  rapid 
improvement  soon  repay  the  city  more  than  the  cost  of  the 
proposed  works. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  report  back  the  following  ordi- 
nance, and  respectfully  recommend  its  favorable  consideration.

AN   ORDINANCE 

To  regulate  the  curb  corners  at  street  intersections. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  the  Board  of  Surveyors  be, 
and  they  are,  hereby  authorized  to  revise  the  curb  lines  on  the 
confirmed  city  plans  at  the  street  intersections,  so  as  to  curve 
them  with  such  radius  as  they  shall  determine  as  best  adapted 
to  the  locality. 
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Sect.  2.  The  Department  of  Public  Works  shall  have  au- 
thority to  alter  the  existing  curb  in  accordance  with  such 
revision,  whenever  new  pavements  are  laid  in  any  street  or  the 
public  convenience  may  require  it.

Gentlemen  : — The  Board  of  Health  beg  leave  to  submit 
the  following  statement  in  compliance  with  the  request  con- 
tained in  the  subjoined  resolution  : 

"  Whereas,  It  is  desirable  that  the  Municipal  Hospital  on 
Lamb  Tavern  road,  in  the  Twenty-eighth  Ward,  should  be 
removed  therefrom,  and  as  the  Lazaretto,  on  the  Delaware 
river,  is  apparently  a  suitable  place  for  said  hospital,  and  in 
order  that  the  advisability  of  such  removal  may  be  ascer- 
tained, it  is 

Resolved,  by  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  That  the  Board  of  Health  be,  and  is,  hereby  re- 
quested to  inform  Councils  whether,  in  their  judgment,  the  Laz- 
aretto is  so  located  as  to  make  it  a  proper  place  for  the  erection  of 
a  Municipal  Hospital  for  the  reception  of  persons  suffering  from 
small-pox  or  other  contagious  diseases,  and  whether  patients  can 
be  comfortably  and  safely  transported  by  boat  from  the  City 
river  front  to  the  Lazaretto,  and  if  so,  what  suggestions  they 
may  have  to  oifer  looking  to  the  ambulance  service  to  convey 
those  suffering  with  the  diseases  mentioned  to  the  boat,  as 
well  as  any  other  information  or  suggestions  bearing  upon  the 
subject." 

The  basis  of  the  inquiry  contained  in  the  above  resolution  is 
the  statement  that  the  Municipal  Hospital  should  be  removed 
from  its  present  location.  If  this  be  true,  it  follows  that  some 
other  place  should  be  selected  for  the  hospital,  and  under  this 
conviction  the  inquiry  is  made  :  Whether  the  Lazaretto  is  a 
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suitable  place  for  its  establishment.  No  one  disputes  the  fact 
that  a  hospital  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  contagious  or  in- 
fectious diseases  under  municipal  management  is  an  absolute 
necessity.  In  Philadelphia  such  an  institution  is  the  only 
place  where  such  cases  can  receive  treatment,  as  all  other 
hospitals  peremptorily  refuse  to  receive  thern  under  any  cir- 
cumstances whatsoever.  As  a  means  of  restricting  or  pre- 
venting epidemic  disease,  the  isolation  of  the  sick  is  of  para- 
mount importance,  and  as  this  cannot  be  accomplished  at  home 
in  a  great  number  of  cases,  hospital  accommodations  must  be 
provided  for  this  object.  Independent  of  the  necessity  of  pro- 
tecting the  public  health,  there  is  likewise  the  obligation  to 
provide  for  the  care  of  the  sick  among  the  humbler  classes  of 
society 

The  next  question  refers  to  the  necessity  for  removing  the 
hospital  from  its  present  location.  The  hospital  is  situated  at 
Twenty-first  street  and  Lehigh  avenue,  in  the  Twenty-eighth 
Ward,  and  is  distant  from  Broad  and  Market  streets  a  little 
over  two  miles.  On  the  north  of  it  is  a  large  open  common  ; 
on  the  east,  about  800  feet  distant,  is  the  "  potter's  field  ;"  on 
the  south  and  southeast,  about  the  same  distance,  and  separated 
from  it  by  tilled  land  is  the  Connecting  railroad  ;  and  on  the 
west  of  it,  separated  by  a  common,  is  the  settlement  known  as 
"Swamp-poodle."  Within  a  radius  of  one-quarter  of  a  mile 
there  is  a  population  of  but  a  few  hundreds  of  people,  but 
within  a  smaller  radius  there  is  not  a  single  inhabitant.  So 
that  the  immediate  neighborhood  is  undeveloped  and  sparsely 
inhabited,  and  the  hospital,  on  this  account,  cannot  be  said  to 
be  detrimental  to  the  health  of  the  vicinity,  a  fact  well  substan- 
tiated by  experience. 

The  location  is  central  and  easily  accessible  to  all  parts  of 
the  city,  an  item  of  great  importance  in  locating  such  an  in- 
stitution. In  fact,  if  the  usefulness  and  advantages  of  the 
hospital  were  alone  considered,  it  would  be  difficult  to  select  a 
site  in  the  city  which  possesses  better  advan  :tli  as  few 

objectionable  features.     The  hospital   buildii  '    tantial 

structure,  well   arranged,  and   sufficiently    cap;  meet 

every  ordinary  emergency,  and.  with  some  improvement,  can 
be  made  equal  to  any  in  the  country. 

The  only  objection  to  its  present  location  appears  to  be  the 
barrier  it  presents  to  the  development  of  real  estate  and  the 
progress  of  the  city's  growth   in  this   direction.      There  is  a 
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local  prejudice  against  such  an  institution  which  unquestionably 
paralyzes  any  effort  at  development  of  property  in  its  neigh- 
borhood. This  prejudice  will  eventually  succeed  in  driving  the 
hospital  from  its  present  situation.  But  it  would  appear  from 
a  study  of  the  locality  and  the  rate  of  increase  of  building 
operations  northward,  that  the  transfer  at  the  present  time  is 
premature.  It  certainly  is  until  an  equally  advantageous  site, 
and  until  equally  suitable  buildings  are  selected  and  prepared 
for  the  accommodation  of  the  public  needs. 

This  leads  us  to  the  main  point  of  inquiry,  namely  :  ''Is 
the  Lazaretto  so  located  as  to  make  it  a  proper  place  for  the 
erection  of  a  Municipal  Hospital  for  the  reception  of  persons 
suffering  from  small-pox  or  other  contagious  diseases,  and 
whether  patients  can  be  comfortably  and  safely  transported  by 
boat  from  the  city-river  front  to  the  Lazaretto,  etc." 

In  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  Health,  the  Lazaretto  is 
not  a  suitable  place  for  the  location  of  such  a  hospital,  and  for 
the  following  reasons : 

First.  The  legal  objection  to  the  location  of  a  hospital  for 
contagious  or  infectious  diseases  in  an  adjoining  county. 

Second.  The  experiment  has  been  tried  in  1863  and  1864, 
and  proved  a  complete  failure. 

Third.  The  difficulty  of  access,  and  the  consequent  great 
expense  of  suitable  means  of  transportation. 

Fourth.  It  is  a  bad  practice  to  remove  the  sick  long  dis- 
tances. 

Fifth.  The  unsuitableness  of  the  Lazaretto  site  for  a  hos- 
pital of  this  character,  and  the  impropriety  of  locating  a  pest- 
house  at  a  quarantine  station,  both  with  respect  to  its  preju- 
dice to  the  objects  of  the  station,  and  the  possible  infection  of 
the  patients  of  such  a  hospital  from  such  diseases  as  cholera, 
yellow  fever,  etc.,  which  may  at  any  time  be  brought  to  the 
station. 

Against  the  first  objection  it  may  be  argued  that  the  Laza- 
retto is  already  established  in  an  adjoining  county,  and  the 
location  of  the  Municipal  Hospital  there  may  be  regarded  as 
an  extension  of  the  present  facilities.  It  must,  however,  be 
remembered  that  the  Lazaretto  is  a  State,  as  well  as  a  munic- 
ipal, institution,  and  protects  the  State  as  well  as  the  city  ; 
whereas  the  Municipal  Hospital  is  strictly  a  municipal  insti- 
tution, established   solely  for  the  benefit  of  the  city.     Its  re- 
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moval,  therefore,  is  contingent  upon  the  assent  of  the  authori- 
ties of  Delaware  County. 

In  September,  1858,  City  Councils  passed  a  resolution 
relative  to  the  removal  of  the  city  hospital  to  the  Lazaretto 
station.  Against  this  action  the  Board  of  Health  strongly 
protested,  and  on  November  17,  1858,  the  former  action  of 
Councils  was  modified,  so  as  to  authorize  the  Board  to  enter 
into  a  lease  for  the  property  on  Islington  lane,  which  was  car- 
ried into  effect  on  the  first  day  of  the  following  month. 

On  May  6,  1862,  the  Board  of  Health,  by  resolution,  urged 
upon  Councils  the  necessity  for  the  establishment  of  a  prop- 
erly constructed  hospital  for  contagious  diseases,  the  building 
at  Islington  lane  being  totally  unsuited  for  the  purpose.  On 
October  1,  1862,  the  hospital  on  Islington  lane  was  closed, 
and  shortly  afterward,  in  November,  Councils  passed  an  ordi- 
nance for  the  erection  and  management  of  a  municipal  hos- 
pital. Small-pox  recurring,  and  it  being  impossible  to  rent  a 
proper  place  for  a  temporary  hospital,  the  Board  was  obliged 
to  send  all  cases  by  ambulances  to  the  Lazaretto.  For  two 
years — that  is,  while  the  present  hospital  was  being  con- 
structed— the  sick  were  carried  many  miles  through  the  city 
and  country  to  the  Lazaretto,  and  at  all  seasons  of  the  year, 
to  their  infinite  discomfort  and  doubtless  at  the  peril  of  their 
lives.  Such  treatment  seems  inhuman,  and  naturally  excited 
opposition,  and  led  to  the  concealment  of  cases  of  dangerous 
contagious  diseases.  For  the  want  of  proper  accommodations 
the  Board  of  Guardians  of  the  Poor  constructed  a  temporary 
hospital  on  their  own  grounds  for  the  treatment  of  small-pox, 
and  the  Philadelphia  Hospital  and  other  hospitals  were  obliged 
to  treat  all  other  cases  of  contagious  diseases,  except  small- 
pox, in  their  own  wards. 

The  treatment  of  patients  at  the  Lazaretto  was  a  temporary 
expedient,  necessitated  by  the  impossibility  of  procuring  suit- 
able temporary  hospitals  in  the  city.  The  experiment  was 
thoroughly  tried,  and  so  unsatisfactory  was  it,  that  every  effort 
was  made  to  hasten  the  completion  of  the  new  hospital  in  its 
present  location.  It  was  ready  for  use  in  1865,  and  has  been 
in  operation  ever  since.  Six  thousand  six  hundred  and  five 
patients  have  been  treated  in  the  hospital  during  the  twenty- 
two  years  of  its  existence,  or,  on  an  average,  a  little  over  three 
hundred  patients  a  year. 
19 
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With  this  experience,  it  would  seem  unwise  to  repeat  the 
experiment,  even  with  better  arrangements  for  transportation. 

The  third  objection  has  already  been  partly  presented. 
Supposing  the  site  at  the  Lazaretto  an  eligible  one,  the  diffi- 
culty of  access  is  a  most  serious  objection.  There  are  three 
ways  of  transportation — by  ambulance,  by  rail,  and  by  steam- 
boat. Transportation  by  ambulance  a  distance  of  from  12  to 
20  miles  at  all  seasons  of  the  year,  would  be  disastrous  to  the 
sick,  and  a  cruel  treatment,  which  cannot  be  sanctioned. 
Transportation  by  rail  would  be  impracticable  and  otherwise 
expensive  and  unsatisfactory.  The  only  alternative  left  is  the 
construction  of  a  hospital  steamer  specially  fitted  up  for  the 
purpose,  with  thorough  equipment  for  the  care  of  the  sick  in 
transitu. 

Two  or  more  stations  would  be  needed  along  the  Delaware 
and  Schuylkill  fronts,  and  ambulance  stations  conveniently 
located  and  connected  by  telephone  with  the  stations  on  the 
rivers,  so  as  to  convey  patients  to  the  nearest  place  accessible 
by  boat.  By  this  plan  the  sick  would  be  spared  the  suffering 
incident  to  distant  transportation,  and  would  be  made  com- 
fortable the  moment  they  reached  the  boat,  and  while  being 
carried  to  the  hospital.  This  plan  would  be  expensive,  and 
would  be  beset  with  difficulties  in  the  winter  season. 

But  there  is  still  the  objection  of  the  unsuitableness  of  the 
Lazaretto  grounds  for  a  hospital  of  this  kind.  A  new  and 
commodious  building  would  have  to  be  erected  at  a  sufficient 
distance  from  the  present  buildings  to  prevent  the  inter- 
communication of  disease,  which  would  necessitate  the  pur- 
chase of  ground,  and  this  is  not  contemplated. 

The  site  is  not  well  adapted  for  a  permanent  hospital. 
The  ground  is  low  and  damp,  the  level  of  the  ground-water 
being  uniformly  high,  and  causing  water  to  accumulate  in  the 
cellars.  The  water-supply  is  inadequate  for  a  large  hospital, 
that  derived  from  the  river  not  being  deemed  sufficiently  pure 
for  domestic  use. 

A  quarantine  station  ought  to  be  restricted  to  its  specific 
objects,  that  of  inspecting  vessels,  to  determine  their  sanitary 
condition,  and  of  treating  the  sick  from  such  vessels,  and  as  a 
place  of  observation  of  the  well  until  deemed  free  from  in- 
fection. To  convert  it  into  a  permanent  pest-house  seems  at 
least  injudicious.     On  the  other  hand,  by  locating  the  muni- 
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cipal  hospital  at  the  Lazaretto  its  inmates  would  be  at  times 
exposed  to  danger  from  imported  disease,  such  as  cholera, 
yellow  fever,  etc.  In  1870,  when  yellow  fever  visited  the 
Lazaretto,  the  whole  place  became  infected,  with  most  serious 
results. 

If  it  is  deemed  necessary  to  remove  the  Municipal  Hospital 
from  its  present  site,  and  the  Lazaretto  is  not  a  suitable  place 
for  its  transfer,  where  would  be  the  proper  place  for  its  estab- 
lishment ?  Evidently  a  location  not  too  distant  to  make  trans- 
portation hazardous,  and  thereby  defeat  the  aims  of  such  an 
institution.  It  is  suggested  that  an  eligible  site  could  be  pro- 
cured in  the  western  part  of  West  Philadelphia,  which  would 
be  as  convenient  of  access  as  the  present  buildings  to  the 
greater  part  of  the  inhabitants.  A  second  hospital  of  smaller 
capacity  could  be  located  in  the  northeastern  part  of  the  city  to 
provide  for  that  section  and  the  northern  part  of  the  city.  It 
is  the  opinion  of  the  best  authorities  that  a  series  of  small  hos- 
pitals for  contagious  diseases  is  better  than  a  single  large  one, 
as  in  the  latter  the  spread  of  infection  by  the  concentration  of 
the  sick  may  possibly  occur.  By  adopting  this  plan  the  hos- 
pitals could  be  located  in  the  environs  without  being  too  far 
distant  from  any  part  of  the  city.  As  the  selection  of  sites  and 
the  planning  and  construction  of  suitable  buildings  will  require 
study,  investigation,  and  supervision,  it  is  respectfully  recom- 
'  mended  that  a  commission  be  appointed  to  whom  shall  be 
entrusted  this  special  duty.

Dear  Sir  : — Upon  examination  and  also  consultation  with 
several  of  the  heads  of  Bureaus  having  charge  of  the  altera- 
tions to  the  old  Armory  Building,  on  Twelfth  street  below 
Reed,  we  find  that  the  space  that  was  allotted  originally  for 
police  purposes  has,  on  account  of  the  needs  of  the  Water 
Department  and  Department  of  Public  Safety  for  van  service, 
nearly  all  been  used,  and  for  the  best  interests  of  above  De- 
partments. The  space  left  is  totally  inadequate ;  the  station 
now  occupied  by  the  District  is  situated  on  Taylor  street  east 
of  Passyunk  avenue,  within  a  few  squares  of  the  proposed 
station-house  at  Twelfth  and  Reed  streets  (the  old  Armory 
Building).  Owing  to  the  establishment  of  the  new  police  dis- 
trict in  that  locality  we  deem  it  inexpedient  to  locate  it  at  the 
place  suggested  by  Mayor  Smith,  in  his  report  to  Councils  last 
year.

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gaged  in  their  manufacture  or  sale  ;  and  that  the  proposals 
received  shall  be  opened  in  the  presence  of  the  proper  com- 
mittee ;  and  that  a  schedule  of  the  bids  received,  with  a  copy  of 
the  request  for  the  same,  shall  be  certified  to  the  City  Controller. 

Provided,  also,  That  nothing  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit 
the  Board  of  Public  Education  from  assigning  to  the  several 
Sections  respectively  such  proportions  of  the  whole  appropri- 
ation as  is  represented  by  the  amounts  asked  for  as  general 
items,  to  be  expended  by  them,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
bills  by  the  Board  of  Public  Education. 

And  provided  further,  That  no  Section  shall  be  allowed  to 
contract  any  bill  exceeding  one  hundred  (100)  dollars ;  and  so 
much  of  any  ordinance  as  requires  proposals  to  be  opened  in 
the  presence  of  the  Committee  on  Schools  of  Councils  shall 
not  be  held  to  apply  to  those  received  by  the  Sectional  Boards. 

Provided  further,  That  a  copy  of  the  specifications  for 
general  repairs  to  school-houses,  and  contracts  made  for  the 
same,  be  furnished  each  of  the  Sectional  Boards  where  the 
work  is  to  be  done,  and  that  the  President  of  the  Sectional 
Boards  where  the  repairs  are  done,  or  a  member  of  the  same, 
designated  by  him,  as  well  as  the  architect  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Education,  shall  certify  that  the  work  has  been  done 
in  accordance  with  said  specifications  and  contracts,  before  the 
bills  are  paid. 

The  warrants  to  be  drawn  by  the  Board  of  Public  Educa- 
tion in  conformity  with  existing  ordinances. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith 
be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  repealed.

man to  Wayne  streets,  in  the  Twenty-second  Ward ;  Twenty- 
seventh  street,  beginning  at  Oakford  street,  two  hundred 
(200)  feet  (more  or  less),  and  on  Titan  street,  one  hundred 
(100)  feet  (more  or  less)  to  Church  street;  Tasker  street 
(south  side),  from  Clarion  to  Broad  streets  ;  Juniper  street, 
from  Tasker,  two  hundred  (200)  feet  south  ;  Clarion  street, 
from  Dickinson  to  Morris  streets  ;  Twentieth  street,  south  of 
Wharton  street,  about  sixty  (60)  feet  to  Reed  street,  in  the 
Twenty-sixth  Ward ;  Chester  avenue,  from  Forty-fifth  to 
Forty-sixth  streets,  in  the  Twenty-seventh  Ward  ;  west  side 
of  Twenty-ninth  street,  between  Dauphin  and  Herman  streets  ; 
Eighteenth  street,  from  Venango  to  Pacific  streets,  two  hun- 
dred and  twenty-five  (225)  feet ;  Seventeenth  street,  from 
Susquehanna  avenue  to  York  street ;  Dauphin  street,  from 
Sixteenth  to  Eighteenth  streets ;  west  side  of  Eighteenth 
street,  two  hundred  and  fifty  (250)  feet  north  of  Diamond 
street ;  east  side  of  Broad  street,  from  Cumberland  to  Hun- 
tingdon streets  ;  south  side  of  Huntingdon  street,  from  Twelfth

Sepviva  street,  from  Dauphin  street  to  a  point  about  seventy- 
five  (75)  feet  south  of  York  street ;  Gordon  street,  from  Sep- 
viva to  Tulip  streets,  in  the  Thirty-first  Ward.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  6th  inst. 
enclosing  a  copy  of  "An  Ordinance  to  make  an  appropriation 
to  pay  II.  &  J.  Deehan  for  construction  of  sewer  on  Palmer 
street,"  and  asking  whether  the  ordinance  is  a  legal  one  or 
not. 

In  reply  thereto  I  beg  to  say  that  the  contract  of  H.  &  J. 
Deehan  for  the  construction  of  the  Palmer  street  sewer  was 
approved  July  5,  1877.     (Ordinances,  187,  page  221.) 

I  have  been  unable  to  find  that  contract. 

The  Controller,  in  answer  to  a  letter  asking  for  it,  has  re- 
plied that  it  is  not  in  his  possession,  and  that  the  plaintiff's 
counsel  has  it.  I  have  seen  him,  and  he  states  that  he  does 
not  know  where  it  is. 

I  presume,  however,  that  it  was  drawn,  as  all  such  contracts 
have  been  for  many  years  past,  with  the  usual  clause  requiring 
the  contractor  to  accept  assessment  bills  in  part  payment 
as  cash  and,  providing  that  the  city  "  does  not  in  anywise 
guarantee  any  of  the  said  bills  to  be  good  and  collectible." 
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In  fact,  the  Ordinance  of  May  12,  1866,  "  Brightly's  City 
Digest,"  page  302,  p.  451,  required  that  thereafter  it  should 
be  a  condition  of  all  sewer  contracts,  "  that  the  contractor 
shall  accept  assessment  bills  ...  as  so  much  cash  paid  by 
the  city  on  the  said  contract,  and  that  he  shall  collect  the 
same  at  his  own  cost  without  recourse  to  the  city  in  any 
event." 

The  contractor  in  this  case,  Mr.  Hugh  Deehan,  was  given 
assessment  bills,  which  he  endeavored  to  collect. 

I  believe,  however,  that  he  failed  in  making  these  collections. 

In  the  cases  of  Hortter  against  the  city;  1.3  W.  N.  C.  40, 
and  Dickinson  against  the  city,  14  W.  N.  C.  367,  the  Su- 
preme Court  has  held  that  the  contractor  in  such  cases  has  no 
recourse  against  the  city. 

In  1885,  Councils  passed  an  ordinance  to  pay  one  T.  P. 
Smart  $600  in  reimbursement  of  that  amount  of  assessment 
bills  which  he  had  failed  to  collect. 

The  Controller  refused  to  countersign  the  warrant. 

Suits  were  instituted,  and  the  Supreme  Court  decided  that 
the  Controller  was  right.  (Dechert,  City  Controller,  vs.  Com- 
monwealth, ex.  rel.  Smart,  18  W.  N.  C.  157.) 

The  court,  after  referring  to  the  contractor's  agreement  to 
take  assessment  bills  in  payment,  and  to  the  fact  that  he  had 
received  the  bills,  said:  'k  It  is  plain,  therefore,  that  the  city 
owed  him  nothing  for  the  construction  of  the  sewer.  He  had 
been  paid  in  full  four  years  before  the  ordinance  was  passed 
authorizing  the  warrant,  and  paid  precisely  as  the  contract 
provided." 

The  court,  after  reviewing  the  power  of  the  Controller, 
says :  "  The  city  corporation  holds  its  moneys  in  trust  to  be 
used  for  legitimate  corporate  purposes  only.  There  is  no  au- 
thority to  apply  them  otherwise,  or  to  bestow  them  upon  those 
to  whom  the  city  was  under  no  obligations  whatever." 

I  can  see  no  distinction  between  the  present  ordinance  and 
that  referred  to  in  the  case  above  cited,  and  I  therefore  advise 
you  that  the  ordinance  submitted  to  me  makes  an  appropria- 
tion of  the  city's  money  to  pay  that  which  is  not  a  legal  claim 
against  the  city,  and  should  not,  therefore,  receive  your 
approval.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  gas  me- 
ters attached  to  the  several  properties  occupied  by  the  various 
departments  of  the  city,  show  that  during  the  present  year 
the  quantity  of  gas  consumed,  at  the  rate  paid  by  private 
individuals,  amounts  to  $106,597.80,  an  increase  in  six  differ- 
ent departments  of  $26,078.91  over  the  year  1886,  whilst  two 
of  the  departments  show  a  decrease  of  $1,054.47.  This  in- 
crease is  mainlv  in  the  new  Public  Buildings,  $5,329.54,  and 
in  the  Bureau  of  City  Property,  $16,483.90. 

The  latter  increase  is  caused  by  the  increased  consumption 
of  gas  in  the  public  squares  made  necessary  by  the  introduc- 
tion of  the  Siemen's  lamps. 

The  figures  are  as  follows  : 

Washington  square,  $4,843.30,  increase,  $2,488.42;  Frank- 
lin square,  $4,621.44,  increase,  $113.44 ;  Norris  square, 
$4,062.88,  increase,  $3,694.24 ;  Jefferson  square,  $3,699,68, 
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increase,  $3,418.08;  Logan  square,  $5,499.92,  increase, 
$175.12:  Rittenhouse  square,  $4,941.84,  increase,  $829.20 ; 
Independence  square,  $3,255.84,  increase,  $2,657.76  ;  Pass- 
yunk  square,  $3,406.88,  increase,  $3,051.04. 

I  have  the  honor  to  request  that  you  will  transmit  this  re- 
port to  Councils,  so  that  they  may  authorize  this  department 
to  take  measures  to  have  these  squares  lighted  at  the  lowest 
cost  to  the  city. 

It  is  true  there  is  no  money  paid  to  the  Bureau  of  Gas  for 
this  lighting,  but  it  is  also  true  that  the  manufacture  and  dis- 
tribution of  the  gas  costs  the  city  a  considerable  sum  of 
money.

To  the  President*  and  Members  of  the  Select  and 

Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen  : — In  the  case  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
against  Thomas  R.  Brown,  ex-Chief  Engineer  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Gas  Works,  I  desire  to  submit  the  following  facts : 

In  the  taking  of  the  testimony  in  the  case  of  the  City 
against  the  Gas  Trustees,  certain  facts  were  brought  out  in 
the  examination  of  the  witnesses,  upon  which  a  suit  was  sub- 
sequently brought  by  tbe  City  against  the  defendant  above 
named,  to  recover  from  him  moneys  which  were  due  to  the 
City  by  reason  of  his  interest  in  the  firm  wbich  supplied  ma- 
terials to  the  Department  of  Gas  at  prices  so  exorbitant  as  to 
be  fraudulent. 

The  case  having  been  brought  to  an  issue,  the  trial  came  on 
before  his  Honor  Judge  Gordon  in  February,  1886.  After  a 
long  trial,  a  verdict  was  obtained  for  the  City  in  the  sum  of 
$47,874.96,  being  the  total  amount  of  damages  claimed  by 
the  City. 
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Subsequently  a  motion  was  made  for  a  new  trial,  argument 
■upon  which  was  delayed  for  a  long  time  because  of  the  serious 
illness  of  Judge  Ludlow,  the  Court  refusing  to  hear  the  case 
unless  all  three  Judges  should  be  present.  After  the  death 
of  Judge  Ludlow  and  the  appointment  of  Judge  Heed,  an 
argument  was  had.  The  majority  of  the  Court,  however, 
held  that  the  City  should  file  a  remittitur  for  all  damages  in- 
cluded in  the  verdict  prior  to  the  time  that  the  Avife  of  Thomas 
R.  Brown  acquired  an  interest  in  the  firm.  The  testimony, 
however,  did  not  disclose  any  date  as  to  when  Mrs.  Thomas 
R.  Brown  entered  the  firm,  and  upon  motion,  an  Examiner 
was  appointed  to  take  depositions  to  fix  the  date.  The  Ex- 
aminer reported  the  testimony  to  the  Court.  The  Court  held 
the  matter  under  advisement  until  the  26th  of  November  last, 
when  the  following  order  was  made  by  the  Court :  "  Order  as 
to  neAv  trial  amended  as  folloAvs  :  Rule  absolute,  unless  remit- 
titur for  so  much  of  the  damages  as  were  prior  to  February  1, 
1876,  be  filed,  othenvise  rule  discharged." 

I  considered  it  proper  under  all  the  circumstances  to  file  a 
remittitur,  and  on  December  1,  1887,  remittitur  was  filed  for 
$12,225.47.  Subsequently  the  Court  made  the  following 
order : 

"  Remittitur  and  judgment  heretofore  filed  stricken  off  and 
vacated  because  of  being  prematurely  entered.  And  order 
made  that  on  remittitur  for  all  sums  over  $25,000,  with  in- 
terest from  December  10,  1887.  Rule  for  neAv  trial  refused, 
otherwise  Rule  to  be  absolute." 

This  is  a  very  important  case,  and  the  verdict  originally 
was  for  a  very  large  amount.  The  case  has  been  pending 
since  1883.  The  trial  extended  over  a  period  of  tAVO  weeks, 
and  it  was  with  considerable  difficulty  that  the  City  obtained 
the  testimony  that  resulted  in  the  finding  of  the  verdict. 

Under  all  these  circumstances,  I  do  not  think  it  Avould  be 
to  the  advantage  of  the  City  to  submit  to  a  neAv  trial.  I  feel 
confident  that  the  City  Avill  never  again  be  in  such  a  position 
as  she  Avas  at  the  time  of  the  trial,  and  that  she  could  not  fur- 
nish the  testimony  nor  produce  the  Avitnesses  that  she  had  then

the  number  of  burials  and  removals  from  the  Morgue,  and  by 
whom. 

Sect.  3.  The  salary  of  the  Superintendent  shall  be  seven 
hundred  and  twenty  (720)  dollars  per  annum,  and  Assistant 
Superintendent  shall  be  four  hundred  and  fifty  (450)  dollars 
per  annum,  total,  one  thousand,  one  hundrcl  and  seventy 
(1,170)  dollars. 

Sect.  4.     The  Coroner  shall  have  authority  to  establish

Dear  Sir  : — On  December  24,  1887,  I  received  and 
opened  bids  for  the  electric  lighting  of  the  city  during  the 
year  1888,  copies  of  which  are  hereto  attached.  Their  con- 
sideration was  postponed  until  December  27th,  and  after  full 
conference  with  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Bureau  and  the 
Electrical  Committee  I  determined  to  forward  these  papers  to 
you  for  transmission  to  Councils. 

I  am  influenced  to  this  course  by  the  discussions  had  in 
Councils  and  in  the  committees  of  Councils  upon  the  subject  of 
the  expense  incident  to  this  branch  of  the  city's  service,  and 
also  because  of  the  bid  of  the  Keystone  Electric  Light  Com- 
pany, which  named  a  figure  for  lighting  very  much  below  the 
bids  of  the  other  companies,  but  which  I  am  not  able  to  accept 
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because  one  of  its  conditions  is  based  on  privileges  which  can 
be  granted  only  by  ordinance  of  Councils. 

Pending  the  consideration  of  these  questions,  I  have 
arranged  with  the  several  companies  now  lighting  the  city  to 
continue  their  present  lamps  from  now  until  April  1st,  next, 
but  at  the  prices  named  in  the  bids  just  opened. 

My  proposition  for  this  purpose  was  promptly  accepted  by 
all  of  them,  and  the  service  heretofore  had  will  be  continued 
until  the  date  named.  In  the  meanwhile,  however,  the  fol- 
lowing companies  have  withdrawn  their  bids,  with  the  under- 
standing that  the  lighting  shall  be  continued  as  agreed  upon, 
and  the  suggestion  that  after  the  expiration  of  the  time  named 
in  our  agreement  new  advertisement  for  the  service  for  the 
balance  of  the  year  will  be  made:  Brush  Electric  Light 
Company,  United  States  Electric  Lighting  Company,  Phila- 
delphia Electric  Lighting  Company,  Northern  Electric  Light 
and  Power  Company. 

I  have  the  honor  to  ask  that  you  will  transmit  this  commu-

If  such  action  is  not  had  in  time  for  the  new  advertisement 
and  award  of  contracts  to  be  made  before  April  1st,  I  shall' be 
compelled  to  make  such  advertisement  under  the  present  ordi- 
nances governing  this  matter  and  award  the  contracts  for  the 
remaining  nine  months  of  1888  upon  that  basis.

Philadelphia,  January  5,  1888. 

To  the  Presidents  and  Members  of  the  Select  and 

Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen  : — Article  VIII.,  Section  3,  of  the  Act  of  June 
1,  1885,  commonly  known  as  the  "Bullitt  Bill,"  reads: 

"Judgments  recovered  against  and  payable  by  the  city  re- 
maining unpaid,  with  the  interest  due  and  to  become  due  thereon, 
shall  be  reported  to  Councils  by  the  City  Solicitor  at  their  first 
session  after  the  same  shall  become  payable  ;  and  if  there  shall 
be  no  funds  mi  the  treasury  provided  for  and  applicable  to  the 
payment  thereof,  the  amount  shall  be  raised  in  the  next  levy 
of  taxes.  Such  judgments  shall  be  paid  in  the  order  of  their 
priority  out  of  the  first  moneys  paid  into  the  city  treasury  on 
account  thereof  by  reason  of  such  levy ;  but  if  there  be  any 
moneys  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  Councils 
shall  direct  the  payment  therefrom  of  the  judgments  in  the 
order  of  their  priority  ;  and  the  plaintiffs  in  such  judgments 
shall  have  the  right  to  enforce  compliance  with  the  provisions 
hereof  by  mandamus  or  other  proper  process,  but  shall  not 
have  the  right  to  collect  or  compel  the  payment  of  any  such 
judgments  in  any  other  manner  or  out  of  any  other  funds  of 
the  city." 

Since  the  said  Act  went  into  effect  the  Law  Department  of 
the  city  has  been  reporting  the  judgments  against  the  city  to 
Councils,  as  required  under  the  provisions  quoted  above. 

In  the  matter  of  Betz  against  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  a 
case  in  which  judgment  was  entered  for  damages,  a  mandamus 
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execution  under  the  Act  of  June  15,  1834,  was  issued,  and  a 
motion  was  made  to  set  aside  the  mandamus  execution.  Argu- 
ment was  had,  and  the  following  opinion  by  Judge  Thayer 
was  delivered  on  December  24,  1887  : 

"  Betz  vs.  City  of  Philadelphia. 

'>'  Mandamus  execution  under  Act  of  June  15,  1834 — Consti- 
tution of  Pennsylvania,  Art.  III.,  Sec.  7 — The  provisions 
of  the  Act  of  June  ],  1885,  (P.  L.  48),  Art.  VIIL,  Sec.  3, 
relating  to  the  recovery  of  judgments  against  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  are  unconstitutional  and  void ;  the  Act  of 
1834,  providing  the  method  of  collecting  judgments  against 
counties,  is  still  in  force  in  the  County  of  Philadelphia. 

"  Motion  to  set  aside  the  mandamus  execution. 

"  Opinion  by  Thayer,  P.  J.,  December  24,  1887. 

"  This  mandamus  was  issued  under  the  Act  of  June  15, 
1834,  and  is  a  writ  regular  in  all  respects  under  the  provisions 
of  that  Act.  Under  the  Act  of  21st  of  April,  1855,  the  city 
was  formerly  obliged  to  give  security  for  road  damages  before 
the  ground  could  be  taken,  and  if  the  damages  were  not  paid 
within  a  year  the  owner  was  put  to  an  action  on  the  award 
against  the  city.  See  City  vs.  Dickson,  38  Pa.  St.  R.  247  ; 
City  vs.  Dyer,  41  lb.  463.  This  was  entirely  altered  by  the 
Act  of  April  1,  1864,  which  required  the  street  to  be  opened 
forthwith  on  confirmation  of  the  award  by  the  court,  and  the 
city  to  pay  the  damages  at  once.  In  Lex  Street,  12  Phila. 
622,  it  was  held  by  the  Quarter  Sessions  of  Philadelphia  that 
under  the  Act  of  1864  the  confirmation  of  the  award  was  a 
final  judgment  against  the  city,  upon  which  the  proper  execu- 
tion was  a  mandamus  execution  under  the  Act  of  15th  June, 
1834,  agreeably  to  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  in 
Monaghan  vs.  The  City,  28  Pa.  St.  R.  207.  The  Supreme 
Court,  In  re  Sedgeley  Avenue,  88  Pa.  St.  R.  509,  confirmed 
this  ruling,  and  also  in  the  subsequent  case  of  The  Kensington 
and  Oxford  Turnpike  Co.,  97  Pa.  St.  R,  260.  The  man- 
damus in  the  present  case  is  therefore  properly  issued,  unless 
it  has  been  taken  away  by  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  entitled 
'An  Act  for  the  better  government  of  cities  of  the  first  class,' 
P.  L.  48,  which  confessedly  is  the  case  of  the  provisions  re- 
lating to  the  subject  in  Article  VIIL,  Section  3,  of  that  Act 
are  constitutional.     These  provisions  are  as  follows  : 
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"  'Judgments  recovered  against  and  payable  by  the  city  re- 
maining unpaid,  with  the  interest  due  and  to  become  due 
thereon,  shall  be  reported  to  the  Councils  by  the  City  Solicitor 
at  their  first  session  after  the  same  shall  become  payable ;  and 
if  there  shall  be  no  funds  in  the  treasury  provided  ior  and  ap- 
plicable to  the  payment  thereof,  the  amount  shall  be  raised  in 
the  next  levy  of  taxes.  Such  judgments  shall  be  paid  in  the 
order  of  their  priority  out  of  the  first  moneys  paid  into  the 
city  treasury  on  account  thereof  by  reason  of  such  levy  ;  but 
if  there  be  any  moneys  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appro- 
priated Councils  shall  direct  the  payment  therefrom  of  the 
judgments  in  the  order  of  their  priority  ;  and  the  plaintiffs  in 
such  judgments  shall  have  the  right  to  enforce  compliance  with 
the  provisions  hereof  by  mandamus  or  other  proper  process, 
but  shall  not  have  the  right  to  collect  or  compel  the  payment 
of  any  such  judgments  in  any  other  manner  or  out  of  any 
other  funds  of  the  city.' 

'Article  III.,  Section  7,  of  the  Constitution  declares,  among 
other  things :  '  The  General  Assembly  shall  not  pass  any 
local  or  special  law  providing  or  changing  methods  for  the  col- 
lection of  debts  or  the  enforcing  of  judgments.'  It  is  con- 
tended by  the  plaintiff  that  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1885 
above  quoted  are  in  direct  conflict  with  the  Constitution,  be- 
cause they  constitute  a  local  or  special  law,  changing  both  the 
method  for  the  collection  of  debts  and  of  enforcing  judgments. 
After  a  careful  consideration  of  the  matter  in  every  point  of 
view  in  which  the  subject  has  presented  itself  to  us,  we  are 
unable  to  see  how  the  conclusion  insisted  upon  can  be  avoided. 
That  the  Constitution  does  not  prevent  the  classification  of 
municipal  corporations  with  reference  to  many  subjects  of 
legislation  was  decided  in  Wheeler  vs.  Philadelphia,  77  Pa.  St. 
R.  338,  and  that  it  is  competent  for  the  legislature  to  enact 
lawTs  upon  some  subjects  which  will  be  applicable  to  some  of 
these  classes  and  not  to  others  cannot  be  disputed  since  the 
decision  referred  to.  What  the  scope  of  the  constitutional 
power  of  the  legislature  to  enact  laws  applicable  only  to  one 
or  more  of  the  classes  of  municipal  corporations  is  has  not 
been  defined.  There  are  many  subjects,  as  was  pointed  out  in 
the  opinion  of  the  court  in  Wheeler  vs.  Philadelphia,  in  regard 
to  which  such  legislation  may  be  regarded  as  a  necessity,  if 
there  is  to  be  any  legislation  upon  those  subjects  at  all,  and  in 
regard  to  which  general  legislation,  operative  throughout  the 
whole  State,  would  be  oppressive  and  altogether  impracticable. 
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Such  are  laws  relating  to  the  public  health,  the  public  safety, 
to  trade  and  commerce,  police  regulations,  and  the  government 
and  political  affairs  of  cities.  But  there  must  be  some  bounds- 
to  the  power  to  enact  special  or  local  legislation  in  the  form  of 
legislation  for  the  different  classes  of  cities,  if  the  Constitution 
is  not  to  become  a  dead  letter  upon  that  subject.  The  Act  of 
June  15,  1834,  which  authorized  the  collection  of  debts 
against  municipalities  by  mandamus  was  a  general  law,  appli- 
cable alike  to  all  the  counties  in  the  State.  For  more  than 
fifty  years  it  has  been  in  force  and  no  inconvenience  has  been 
pointed  out  as  arising  from  it.  Is  it  competent  for  the  legis- 
lature to  make  different  laws  upon  this  subject  for  every 
different  county  in  the  State  ?  or  for  every  class  of  cities  ? 
Could  they  enact  a  law  that  a  fi.fa.  should  be  the  writ  of  exe- 
cution in  one  county  and  some  other  form  of  writ  in  another 
county  ?  Can  they  prescribe  proceedings  for  the  collection  of 
judgments  against  one  county  and  another  form  of  proceeding 
for  the  collection  of  judgments  against  another  county?  What 
consideration  affecting  the  public  welfare  requires  such  a  dis- 
crimination ?  Can  such  discrimination  be  made  consistently 
with  the  provision  of  the  Constitution  above  cpioted  ?  If  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  of  1885  upon  this  subject  are  constitu- 
tional, then  this  result  follows  that  in  every  other  county  in 
this  State  the  county  creditor  has  an  immediate  and  effective 
remedy  for  the  collection  of  his  judgment  under  the  Act  of 
1831,  while  in  Philadelphia  alone  he  must  be  subjected  to 
long  and  harrassing  delays,  and  resort  to  proceedings  which, 
instead  of  being  the  end  of  litigation,  will  be  only  the  com- 
mencement of  it  anew  against  other  parties.  We  do  not  think 
that  this  is  in  accord  with  the  Constitution.  On  the  contrary, 
it  appears  to  us  that  the  constitutional  prohibition  was  aimed 
against  precisely  such  legislation  as  this.  It  declares  in  sub- 
stance that  the  laws  for  the  collection  of  debts  and  of  judgments, 
whether  they  be  against  individuals  or  against  counties,  shall 
be  uniform  in  all  parts  of  the  State.  There  can  not  be  one 
method  of  proceeding,  or  one  form  of  execution  for  the  col- 
lection of  a  judgment  against  one  county  and  another  method 
of  proceeding  or  form  of  execution  against  another  county. 
A  judgment  against  the  City  of  Philadelphia  is  a  judgment 
against  the  County  of  Philadelphia  :  Monaghan  vs.  The  City,. 
28  Pa.  St.  R.  207.  Is  there  to  be  one  rule  for  the  collection 
of  judgments  against  Philadelphia  county  and  another  rule  for 
their  collection  against  other  counties  or  cities  which  may  be 
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parts  only  of  counties,  and  may  the  Legislature  make  as  many 
different  laws  upon  the  subject  as  there  are  counties  in  the 
State,  and  may  they  make  debts  and  judgments  collectible  in 
one  manner  in  cities  of  the  first  class  and  in  another  manner 
in  cities  of  the  other  six  classes  ?  This  appears  to  us  to  be 
so  repugnant  to  both  the  letter  and  meaning  of  the  Constitution 
that  we  feel  it  to  be  our  duty  to  say  that  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  of  1885  upon  this  subject  are  unconstitutional  and  void. 
It  follows  that  the  Act  of  1834  providing  the  method  of  col- 
lecting judgments  against  counties  is  still  in  force  in  the 
County  of  Philadelphia,  and  therefore  that  the  writ  of  man- 
damus was  properly  issued  in  this  case. 

"  Motion  dismissed.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  Court  in  this  opinion  holds  that  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  P.  L.  48,  Article  VIII., 
Section  3,  relating  to  the  recovery  of  judgments  against  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  are  unconstitutional  and  void,  and  I  re- 
spectfully submit  this  question  to  your  Honorable  Bodies  in 
order  that  a  committee  may  be  appointed  to  consider  the 
question  as  to  the  advisability  of  carrying  the  case  to  the 
Supreme  Court. 

I  submit  this  matter  in  order  that  Councils  may  be  informed 
in  relation  to  it,  and  because  of  its  great  importance. 

After  a  careful  consideration  of  all  the  points  I  must  confess 
that  I  am  of  opinion  that  it  would  not  be  to  the  advantage  of 
the  city  to  carry  the  case  further.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HARBOR  COMMIS- 
SIONERS TO  THE  CITY  COUNCILS  OF  PHILA- 
DELPHIA. 

Since  the  date  of  the  last  report,  of  this  Board  of  Harbor 
Commissioners,  to  the  City  Councils  [May  17,  1887],  the  pro- 
41 
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posed  Port  Wardens'  line,  therein  mentioned,  from  Brides- 
burg  to  Poquessing  creek,  has  been  confirmed  by  this  Board, 
and  the  plan  and  desciption  of  said  line,  referred  back  to  the 
United  States  Advisory  Council,  for  their  preparation  "  of 
an  accurate  description,"  which,  when  completed,  will  be  pre- 
sented to  your  Honorable  Bodies  for  adoption,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Acts  of  Assembly. 

The  United  States  Officers,  composing  the  said  Council, 
have  been  long  engaged  in  surveys  and  studies  of  our  harbor, 
and  on  December  23,  1887,  they  presented  to  this  Board  a 
plan  for  the  improvement  of  the  same,  which  is  set  forth  and 
explained  in  the  following  papers,  which  are  introduced  here 
as  an  essential  part  of  this  report. 

1.  Report  of  the  Advisory  Council. 

Philadelphia,  December  16,  1887. 

To  the  Board  of  Harbor  Commissioners 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen  : — The  Advisory  Commission  to  the  Board  of 
Harbor  Commissioners  of  Philadelphia  has  carefully  studied 
the  problem  submitted  to  it  in  the  following  resolution  adopted 
by  your  Commission  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Advisory  Council  to  the  Harbor  Com- 
missioners be  requested  to  examine  and  report  concerning  the 
physical  relations  of  Smith's  and  Windmill  Islands,  and  the 
shoals  adjacent  thereto,  to  the  improvement  of  the  harbor, 
and  respecfully  report  as  follows  : 

At  our  request,  Prof.  Henry  Mitchell,  United  States  Coast 
and  Geodetic  Survey,  a  member  of  this  Board,  prepared  a 
paper  on  the  physical  relations  of  Smith's  and  Windmill 
Islands  to  Delaware  river.  It  is  attached  hereunto  and  made 
a  part  of  this  report.  Col.  Henry  M.  Robert,  United  States 
Corps  of  Engineers,  in  charge  of  the  improvement  of  the 
Delaware  river,  and  a  member  of  this  Board,  at  its  request, 
prepared  a  diagram  showing  the  movements  of  the  shoals  in 
front  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  with  a  paper  discussing  these 
changes,  and  a  design  for  a  harbor  between  Camden  and  Phil- 
adelphia, which  would  permit  the  extension  of  the  wharves 
on  the  Philadelphia  front  between  Washington  avenue  and 
Willow  street.  This  paper,  with  enclosures,  are  hereunto 
attached,  and  form  part  of  this  report. 
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The  statement  of  principles  and  of  facts,  as  set  forth  in 
the  papers  referred  to,  were  adopted  by  this  Board  as  its 
views  on  the  subject. 

A  meeting  of  the  citizens  of  Philadelphia  was  held  at  the 
Port  Wardens'  office  on  November  29,  when  this  Commission 
carefully  listened  to  statements  made  for  and  against  the  pro- 
posed removal  of  Smith's  and  Windmill  Islands,  and  the  adja- 
cent shoals,  for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  wharves  in  front 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

We  have  carefully  studied  the  subject  by  an  examination 
of  the  surveys,  charts  and  diagrams  kindly  furnished  us  by 
the  United  States  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey  and  the  United 
States  Engineer  Corps.  After  a  full  discussion  of  all  the 
data  before  us,  this  Commission  has  reached  the  following  con- 
clusions, viz.  : 

First.  Assuming  that  the  commercial  prosperity  of  Phila- 
delphia demands  an  extension  of  the  wharves  on  the  Dela- 
ware front  of  that  city,  between  Washington  avenue  and  Wil- 
low street,  such  reasonable  extension  can  be  made,  without 
injury  to  the  hai'bor,  by  the  skillful  execution  of  a  properly 
prepared  project. 

Second.  No  such  extension  should  be  made  without  the 
removal  of  Smith's  and  Windmill  Islands  and  the  shoals  above 
and  below  them. 

Third.  That  the  ebb  current  should  be  deflected  as  much  as 
possible  away  from  the  Pennsylvania  shore  towards  the  mid- 
dle of  the  stream,  to  relieve  the  pressure  on  the  pier-heads. 

Fourth.  The  removal  of  the  islands  and  shoals  without  any 
auxiliary  works,  will  not,  to  any  great  extent,  relieve  this 
pressure. 

Fifth.  That  the  proper  place  to  change  the  direction  of  the 
ebb  current  to  the  course  desired  is  at-,  and  in  the  vicinitv  of, 
Petty's  Island. 

Sixth.  Any  project  for  the  extension  of  the  wharves  and 
the  removal  of  the  islands  and  shoals  should  be  comprehensive 
enough  to  include  the  improvement  of  the  harbor  from  the 
head  of  Petty's  Island  to  the  lower  end  of  the  shoals,  and 
also  the  control  of  the  wharf-lines,  on  both  sides  of  the  river. 
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We  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  discussion  of  the  move- 
ments of  the  shoals  in  front  of  the  city  referred  to  by  CoL 
Robert. 

This  Commission,  in  1883,  advised  the  cutting  away  of 
part  of  Petty's  Island,  nearly  identical  with  that  proposed 
in  the  design  for  a  harbor.  It  was  then  the  opinion  of  the 
Commission  that  the  place  to  stop  the  movement  of  the  shoal 
above  Smith's  Island  towards  the  Philadelphia  shore  was  at 
Petty's  Island,  by  inducing  the  greater  volume  of  water  to 
pass  down  the  Pennsylvania  channel  around  that  island. 

The  conclusion  reached  by  Col.  Robert  that  the  change  of 
the  crest  of  the  shoal  off  Race  street  wharf  250  feet  back  from 
the  Pennsylvania  shore  since  the  construction  of  the  dike  at 
Fisher's  Point,  seems  to  be  a  practical  demonstration  of  the 
soundness  of  the  theory  then  advanced. 

An  important  point  is  demonstrated  by  the  plotting  of  the 
present  wharf-lines  on  the  chart  of  1843,  which  shows  that 
since  that  date  wharves  have  been  extended  250  feet,  at  and 
above  Arch  street  the  line  on  deepest  water  was  crossed,  and 
at  Arch  street  the  wharves  were  extended  in  fifty-seven  feet 
of  water. 

The  design  presented  by  Col.  Robert  contemplates  carrying 
out  the  Port  Wardens'  line  about  300  feet  beyond  the  present 
line,  and  provides  an  unobstructed  water-way  between  Cam- 
den and  Philadelphia  2,000  feet  wide,  with  the  west  half  of 
this  width  carrying  at  least  twenty-six  feet  at  low  water,  and 
the  east  half  gradually  decreasing  from  this  depth  to  not  les 
than  twelve  feet  on  the  New  Jersey  shore. 

The  amount  of  material  to  be  removed,  including  the  Avork 
at  Petty's  Island,  will  be  about  10,000,000  cubic  yards,  and 
the  cost  of  such  removal  should  not  exceed  $2,000,000,  which 
does  not  include  the  cost  of  Smith's  and  Windmill  Islands 
and  the  part  to  be  cut  away  from  Petty's  Island. 

The  wording  of  the  resolution  of  your  Commission,  under 
which  we  are  acting,  might  not  seem  to  have  called  for  the 
comprehensive  study  that  we  have  made,  but  the  views  ex- 
pressed at  the  citizens'  meeting  and  the  action  of  various  mari- 
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time  bodies  in  the  city  have  given  to  the  inquiry  more  latitude, 
perhaps,  than  had  been  anticipated.

2.  Paper  of  Professor  Mitchell,  of  the  United  States 
Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey. 

The  Physical  Relations  of  Smith's  and  Windmill  Islands  to 
Delaware  River. 

When  the  Advisory  Commission  was  first  appointed  by 
order  of  President  Hayes,  in  1880,  it  learned  with  much  con- 
cern that  the  Harbor  Commissioners,  whom  it  was  to  advise, 
had  no  jurisdiction  beyond  the  water  front  of  Philadelphia  ; 
that  counsel  was  required  in  the  location  of  restrictive  Port 
Warden  lines  upon  one  bank  of  the  river  without  any  control 
over  structures  upon  the  opposite  shore. 

In  this  anomalous  position  the  Advisory  Commission  shrank 
from  a  task  so  obviously  beyond  its  abilities,  and  on  the  six- 
teenth of  December,  1880,  passed  the  following  resolution 
unanimously : 

"  Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Commission  the 
proper  adjustment  of  the  Port  Warden  lines  upon  the  Penn- 
sylvania side  of  the  Delaware  river  is  impracticable  wilhout 
an  equal  consideration  of  those  upon  the  New  Jersey  side." 

To  this  resolution  the  Commission  adhered  until  May, 
1883,  when    it    received    an  official    platting  of   the    harbor

lines  adopted  on  the  New  Jersey  shore,  and  a  vote  from  the 
Harbor  Commission,  requesting  that  a  scheme  of  harbor  lines 
be  prepared  for  the  city  front. 

After  much  discussion  the  Commission  agreed  to  accept 
the  harbor  lines  adopted  by  New  Jersey  as  accomplished 
facts  in  the  case,  and  voted  to  proceed  to  the  location  of 
lines  as  desired. 

In  November,  1884,  the  Commission,  through  its  chair- 
man, reported  a  system  of  Port  Warden  lines  covering  the 
city  front,  from  League  Island  to  Bridesburg,  in  which  no 
change  was  recommended  between  Dickinson  and  Ann 
streets.  This  excluded  portion  was  believed  to  have  been 
advanced  already  as  far  as  could  safely  be  admitted — the 
pier-heads  being  at  some  points  within  two  hundred  feet  of 
the  thread  of  the  ebb  current  and  the  deepest  water  of  the 
channel,  so  that  anv  considerable  advance  might  involve  no 
no  less  an  act  than  turning  the  Delaware. 

It  should  be  remarked  here  that  a  physical  survey  of  the 
harbor,  from  League  Island  to  Five  Mile  Point,  had  been 
made  and  published  before  the  Advisory  Commission  was  cre- 
ated. (Appendix  No.  9.  Annual  Report,  Coast  and  Geo- 
detic Survey,  1878.)  From  this  data  any  one  could  ascer- 
tain the  depth,  velocity  and  volume  to  be  turned  by  any 
proposed  wharf  extension,  and  the  Commission  based  the 
scheme  of  lines  which  it  recommended  largely  upon  this 
strictly  physical   data. 

The  question  of  the  removal  of  Windmill  and  Smith's 
Islands  has  been  very  much  discussed,  not  only  by  the  aid  of 
the  physical  survey  just  mentioned,  but  with  further  examina- 
tions of  the  neighborhood,  and  we  believe  that  nothing  but 
good  can  be  expected  from  taking  out  these  obstructions,  if 
the  work  is  done  without  spilling.  That  there  may  be  a  ten- 
dency to  deposit  again  must  certainly  be  admitted,  but  the  Del- 
aware is  not  a  heavily  loaded  stream  at  any  time,  and  the  banks 
of  sand  that  travel  down  along  its  bed  are  limited,  so  that  the 
running  expense  of  keeping  the  harbor  free  will  be  small. 

The  advantages  to  commerce  from  the  removal  of  these  ob- 
structions  to  navigation,  anchorage,  winding  room  and  transit 
are  too  obvious  to  need  more  than  the  mention  ;  but  the  popular 
belief  that  this  removal  will  greatly  relieve  the  pressure  of  the 
ebb  current  along   the  city  front,  and  make  an  advance  of  the 
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wharves  in  this  part  of  the  city  easy  and  of  useful  effect  is  not 
warranted  by  our  studies. 

Regarding  this  neighborhood,  our  Secretary,  -Mr.  Henry  L. 
Marindin,  in  a  report  dated  March  30,  1885,  makes  the  fol- 
lowing statement : 

"  From  cross  sections  4  to  9  we  have  the  comparison  of  both 
the  Windmill  Island  channels.  We  may  continue  to  notice  the 
advance  of  the  wharf-line  more  marked,  however,  between  the 
years  1843  and  1878.  This  advance  has  in  most  cases  been 
followed  by  an  increase  of  channel  depth,  which  is  an  improve- 
ment only  where  the  depth  is  insufficient ;  but  here  the  depth 
exceeds  the  wants  of  commerce,  so  that  a  questionable  improve- 
ment was  obtained  at  the  expense  of  width  of  water-way  where 
navigable  room  was  already  restricted.  The  depth  along  the 
island  front  has  remained  without  change.  In  the  Eastern 
channel  the  marked  advance  of  the  Jersey  shore,  by  its  occu- 
pation by  wharves,  has  also  been  followed  by  increase  of  chan- 
nel depth."  (Appendix  No.  12,  Annual  Report  Coast  Sur- 
vey, 1885.) 

But  Avhile  the  scour  induced  by  the  advance  of  wharves  on 
the  Philadelphia  side  has  been  mostly  executed  very  near  the 
ends  of  the  wharves,  the  deepening  in  the  eastern  channel,  con- 
sequent upon  the  advance  of  structures  from  the  Camden 
shore  has  been  more  general  across  the  whole  water-way  or 
disposed  to  abrade  the  island  shore. 

We  see,  then,  that  no  favorble  change  in  the  channel 
(already  50  to  60  feet  deep),  along  the  western  shore,  has 
been  effected  by  the  advance  of  wharves  ;  and  the  current 
turned  oil' from  this  shore  does  not  seem  disposed  to  wear  upon 
the  shore  of  Windmill  Island,  although  the  channel  is  scarcely 
more  than  one  thousand  feet  wide.  From  which  we  might 
properly  argue  that  the  digging  away  of  Windmill  Island 
would  not  relieve  the  pressure  upon  the  opposite  wharves  of 
Philadelphia.  Moreover,  the  advancement  of "  the  wharves  of 
Philadelphia  in  this  neighborhood  would  touch  the  very  body 
and  life  of  the  river,  since  it  would  reach  the  deepest  water 
and  the  swiftest  How. 

From  our  observation  of  1878  and  1879,  it  appears  that  at 
that  time  each  foot  of  advance  from  the  occupied  frontage  on 
the  Philadelphia  shore  involved  the  displacement  of  sixteen 
times  the  volume  of  water  at  the  strength  of  the  ebb  that  a 
similar  advance   from  the  New  Jersey  wharves   would  have 
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done,  or  five  times  as  much  as  an  equal  advance  beyond  the 
Camden  Port  Wardens'  line  of  that  date.  Since  that  date, 
however,  the  Port  Wardens  line  on  the  Camden  shore  has  been 
moved  out,  it  is  said,  three  hundred  feet,  so  that  from  this 
new  position  (without  asuming  any  increase  of  velocity)  each 
foot  would  have  only  40  per  cent,  of  the  value  here  that  it  has 
on  the  Philadelphia  shore. 

In  assuming  that  the  removal  of  Windmill  Island  might  off- 
set in  part  the  extension  from  the  New  Jersey  shore,  Ave  have 
reflected  our  experience  in  such  studies.  It  appears  that  uni- 
form extension  from  the  convex  side  does  not  cause  a  race 
along  the  front,  as  happens  on  the  concave  side — as  one  might 
have  very  well  argued  from  considering  the  direction  of  the  par- 
ticles and  the  angle  of  impact.  But  we  may  expect  that  the 
advance  of  the  Camden  shore  will  augment  the  pressure  along 
the  Philadelphia  front  somewhat. 

Windmill  and  Smith's  Islands  belong  to  that  class  of  dry 
shoals  known  upon  our  Western  rivers  as  tow-heads.  They 
lie  sometimes  at  the  points  of  inflection  between  reverse  bends, 
and  sometimes  on  the  slack-water  side  of  the  bend  itself.  In 
this  latter  case  the  channel  on  the  convex  side  of  the  river,  is 
a  sort  of  Avaste-way,  or  cut-off. 

In  the  Delaware,  the  presence  of  a  flood-current,  alterna- 
ting with  the  ebb  in  the  dry  season,  complicates  the  formation 
a  little;  but,  on  the  whole,  we  may  conclude  that  Windmill 
Island  does  not  yet  resist  any  will  of  the  river,  however 
changed  from  its  natural  disposition.  If  the  river  had  been 
given  a  tendency  to  leave  the  bend  as  the  wharves  were  ad- 
vanced this  tow-head  would  have  melted  away. 

[Colonel  Robert,  in  his  subsequent  paper,  has  shown  that 
the  shoal  above  yielded  as  the  wharves  were  advanced.] 

Of  course  the  Delaware  became  the  site  of  a  great  city 
because  of  its  natural  facilities  for  commerce,  its  deep  .chan- 
nels, bold  shores,  etc.,  and  these  must  be  preserved  as  far  as 
possible,  even  where  not  utilized.  But  the  wants  of  com- 
merce may  come  to  exceed  the  natural  resources,  and  neces- 
sitate some  artificial  control  of  the  river,  in  which  case  it 
would  be  well  to  thwart  as  little  as  possible  the  natural 
order,  because  it  involves  a  running  expense.  It  not  only  re- 
quires a  great  outlay  to  acquire  the  control,  but  a  perpetual 
tax  to  hold  it. 
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Any  act  so  serious  as  turning  a  river,  however  slightly, 
involves  excavations  and  deposits  elsewhere  that  no  one  can 
foresee  ;  and.  although  many  of  the  distant  consequences  may 
not  be  evil,  all  that  does  go  wrong  will  be  charged  to  the  same 
account. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  harbor  of  Philadelphia 
is  the  pathway  of  a  river  and  the  drainway  of  great  tidal 
basins,  and  the  extreme  demand  of  river  flood  and  rare  tides 
must  be  provided  for.  Nature,  however,  always  leaves  a  mar- 
gin for  artificial  improvement. 

To  look  for  a  moment  at  one  of  the  strictly  economic  aspects 
of  the  question,  let  us  inquire  whether  the  harbor  of  Philadel- 
phia can  spare  the  water-space.  If  we  take  the  two-miles 
reach  from  Cooper's  Point  to  Old  Navy  Yard,  containing 
Smith  and  Windmill  Islands  as  central  features,  we  find  that 
the  average  width  of  clear  water-way  in  1883,  outside  of 
lines  connecting  ends  of  wharves  was  2,460  feet — the  Smith 
Island  section  being  little  short  of  2,000  feet  open  water,  and 
the  Windmill  Island  section  about  2,300  feet.  With  these 
islands  removed,  the  width  would  have  been,  in  this  neighbor- 
hood, 2,700  feet,  or  240  feet  more  than  the  average.  If,  how- 
ever, we  measure  between  the  Port  Warden  lines  of  Philadel- 
phia and  Camden  shores,  we  find  that  in  1883  the  width,  with 
the  islands  removed,  would  have  been  2,600  feet;  since  which, 
it  is  said,  that  the  Camden  line  has  been  moved  out  300  feet, 
reducing  the  width  to  2,300  feet,  or  160  feet  below  the 
average. 

It  is  proper  to  count  superficial  width,  because  the  time 
will  probably  come  when  shoals  will  be  removed  ;  and  2,300 
feet  is  little  enough  for  any  harbor,  especially  as  all  the  com- 
merce for  eleveu  miles  of  city  frontage  above  this  must  make 
this  a  thoroughfare.  One  foresees  the  pack  of  vessels  that 
may  some  day  stop  the  way  in  this  place  and  prevent  the  de- 
velopment of  excellent  frontage  further  up  the  river. 

Nevertheless.  2.30(1  feet  of  an  unobstructed  channel-way, 
everywhere  of  ample  depth,  is  much  more  than  the  harbor 
now  enjoys — more,  perhaps,  in  effect,  than  it  had  in  1819, 
when  the  water  spaces  on  the  two  sides  of  Windmill  Island 
summed  up  over  3,000  feet.

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3.  Paper  of  Colonel  Robert,  of  United  States  Corps 
of  Engineers. 

A  Study  of  the  Problem. 

"  How  can  the  wharves  on  the  Delaware  front  of  the  cen- 
tral part  of  Philadelphia  be  extended  without  serious  injury 
to  the  river." 

The  wharves  in  the  locality  referred  to  have  been  already 
extended  far  beyond  the  original  shore-line,  this  extension  be- 
ing so  great  as  to  cross  the  line  of  deepest  water  at  Arch  and 
Race  streets.  The  existing  Port  Wardens'  line  is  about  250 
feet  in  advance  of  the  head  of  the  pier  at  Arch  street  in  1843, 
and  from  150  to  200  feet  in  advance  of  the  piers  at  the  same 
date  at  Vine,  Race,  Market  and  Chestnut  streets.  This  ex- 
tension of  the  wharves,  which  was  made  between  the  surveys 
of  1843  and  1878,  did  not  produce  a  corresponding  cutting 
from  the  islands  and  bars  in  the  middle  of  the  river,  although 
off  Race  and  Arch  streets,  where  the  piers  crossed  the  deepest 
water-line,  one-half  the  reduction  of  width  was  compensated 
for  by  a  cutting  away  of  100  feet  from  Smith's  Island  shoal. 
Since  1878  the  portion  of  this  shoal  between  Vine  and  Arch 
streets  has.  been  practically  stationary  below  the  twenty-foot 
curve,  while  above  that  depth  it  moved  to  the  west  between 
1878  and  1883,  the  crest  of  the  shoal  moving  in  that  time 
about  300  feet. 

At  Callowhill  street  the  extension  of  the  wharves  was  much 
less,  and  did  not  come  near  to  the  deepest  water-line,  so  that 
apparently  the  only  effect  was  a  deepening  of  the  channel  just 
beyond  the  pier-line.  But  the  upper  end  of  the  bar  was  ap- 
proaching the  Philadelphia  shore,  the  movement  of  the  crest 
of  the  bar  in  this  direction  being  about  (500  feet  at  Callowhill 
street  between  1843  and  1878,  while  between  1878  and  1883 
the  crest  remained  stationary  and  the  body  of  the  bar  moved 
westerly,  the  eighteen-foot  curve,  for  instance,  moving  250 
feet  towards  Philadelphia  in  the  five  years. 

Since  1883,  we  have  two  surveys  of  Smith's  Island  Bar, 
one  made  by  the  United  States  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey  in 
1886  and  the  other  by  the  United  States  Engineer  Depart- 
ment in  November,  1887.  These  surveys  show  no  change  in 
the  shoal  between  these  latter  dates,  but  they  show  a  remark- 
able change  since  the  survey  in   1883,  the  crest  of  the  shoal 
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having  swung  to  the  east  a  distance  of  450  to  500  feet  at  Cal- 
lowhill  and  Vine  streets,  and  250  feet  at  Race  street,  practi- 
cally placing  it  where  it  was  in  1843.  [The  piers  across  the 
shoal  just  above  Smith's  Island,  and  the  gravel  deposited  just 
above  them  for  their  protection,  have  prevented  any  change 
opposite  Arch  street.] 

This  shifting  of  the  shoal  westerly  between  1843  and  1883, 
and  then  easterly  between  1883  and  1887,  seems  to  be 
accounted  for  by  the  two  facts  (1)  that  between  the  first  dates, 
when  the  shoal  shifted  westwardly,  the  channel  between  Phila- 
delphia and  the  lower  end  of  Petty's  Island  was  greatly  con- 
tracted by  the  extension  of  piers  on  both  sides  of  the  river, 
the  reduction  of  width  between  1843  and  1878  being  about 
470  feet  at  low  water  and  about  800  feet  at  high  water;  and 
(2)  that  between  the  latter  dates,  1883  and  1887,  when  the 
shoal  shifted  easterly,  a  dyke  3,000  feet  long  had  been  built 
from  Fisher's  point  towards  the  head  of  Petty's  Island,  thus 
increasing  the  flow  of  water  through  the  channel  between  Phila- 
delphia and  Petty's  Island,  and  partially  counteracting  the  bad 
effects  of  the  contraction  of  the  Philadelphia  channel  at  the 
foot  of  Petty's  Island.  It  should  be  noticed  that  while  the 
narrowest  part  of  this  channel  is  1,120  feet  wide  at  low  water 
the  shortest  distance  between  the  legal  harbor  lines  bounding 
this  channel  is  only  1,000  feet,  so  that  at  any  time  it  may  be 
farther  contracted  to  the  injury  of  the  harbor. 

The  deptli  of  water  on  the  upper  part  of  Smith's  Island 
shoal  was  from  six  to  eight  feet  greater  in  1843  than  in  1878, 
when  the  channel  at  the  lower  end  of  Petty's  Island  had  been 
so  contracted.  Since  the  construction  of  Fisher's  Point  dike 
the  bar  has  lowered  to  within  two  feet  of  its  depth  in  1843. 

A  study  of  the  various  surveys  of  this  harbor  made  by  the 
United  States  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey  in  1843,  1878  and 
1886,  and  by  the  United  States  Engineer  Department  in 
1883  and  1887,  of  which  some  of  the  results  have  been  just 
stated,  lead  to  the  opinion  that  no  serious  injury  to  the  river 
wou]d  result  from  the  extension  of  the  wharves  on  the  Dela- 
ware front  of  the  central  part  of  Philadelphia,  provided  the 
harbor  lines  are  made  to  conform  approximately  to  those  laid 
down  in  the  sketch  herewith.      This  plan  involves: 

I.  The  widening  of  the  channel  between  Philadelphia  and 
the  lower  half  of  Petty's  Island  to  a  least  width  of  about 
1700  feet,  with  such  an  increase  of  width  at  the  lower  end  as 
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is  required  to  adapt  it  to  the  lines  on  the  New  Jersey  shore,  as 
shown  on  the  sketch. 

2.  The  removal  of  Smith's  and  Windmill  Islands,  and  the 
shoals  above  and  below  to  a  suitable  depth. 

3.  The  extension  of  the  wharves  on  the  Philadelphia  front, 
from  about  Hanover  street  to  about  Washington  avenue,  ap- 
proximately, as  follows :  Starting  at  Hanover  street,  on  the 
present  Port  Wardens'  line,  the  proposed  Port  Wardens'  line 
would  be  advanced  175  feet  at  Shackamaxon  street,  and  300 
feet  at  Green  street,  continuing  at  about  that  distance  in  ad- 
vance of  the  present  line  to  Lombard  street,  whence  the  ad- 
vance would  diminish  until  the  two  lines  would  coincide  near 
Washington  avenue. 

4.  The  modification  of  the  exterior  wharf  line  on  the  New 
Jersey  shore,  as  established  by  the  Riparian  Commissioners, 
so  as  to  keep  it  about  2000  feet  distant  from  the  proposed 
Philadelphia  Port  Wardens'  line,  until  near  Cooper's  Point, 
where  it  should  hug  the  shore,  so  as  not  to  divert  the  current 
from  the  New  Jersey  shore. 

5.  A  slight  modification  of  the  adopted  wharf  lines  at  the 
lower  end  of  the  channel  to  the  south  of  Petty 's  Island,  so  as 
to  make  these  proposed  lines  approximately  parallel  to  the 
present  deepest  water  line  near  the  mouth  of  this  channel. 

The  dredging  of  about  10,000,000  cubic  yards  of  material 
(scow  measurement)  would  remove  the  islands  and  shoals, 
including  a  portion  of  Petty's  Island,  so  as  to  give  a  harbor 
2,000  feet  wide  below  Petty's  Island,  the  western  half  of  which 
would  have  a  least  depth  of  26  feet  at  mean  low  water,  and 
the  eastern  half  a  depth  gradually  lessening  from  26  feet 
in  the  middle  of  the  river  to  at  least  12  feet  at  the  shore.  It 
would  at  the  same  time  allow  of  the  advance  of  about  two  miles 
of  the  Port  Warden's  line  in  the  centre  of  the  city,  permitting 
the  construction  of  docks  about  500  feet  in  length,  without 
increasing  the  currents,  so  as  to  cause  any  material  engineering 
difficulties  in  their  construction  and  maintenance. 

Since  the  preparation  of  this  paper  and  accompanying 
sketch  of  a  modified  harbor  for  the  Port  of  Philadelphia,  I 
find  that  practically  all  the  modifications  proposed  on  the  New 
Jersey  shore  at  Cooper's  Point  and  Petty's  Island  have  been 
approved  in  the  past  by  the  Advisory  Commission. 
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Accompanying  this  paper  are  the  following : 

1.  Sketch  of  the  harbor  of  Philadelphia  on  the  Delaware 
river,  so  modified  as  to  render  feasible  the  advance  of  the  Port 
Wardens'  line  300  feet  in  the  centre  of  the  city  front. 

2.  Cross  sections  of  Smith's  Island  Bar  and  the  Philadel- 
phia channel  in  1843,  1878,  1883,  1886,  and  1887. 

3.  Chart  of  the  Philadelphia  harbor  from  the  survey  of 
1843,  showing  the  encroachments  on  the  river  since  that  date.

The  Harbor  Commissioners  have  had  many  conferences  with 
the  said  officers  in  relation  to  the  matter  set  forth  above,  and 
have  carefully  examined  the  maps  presented  in  addition  thereto : 
and,  after  full  consideration,  have  approved,  and  do  now  recom- 
mend, the  aforesaid  plan  for  the  improvement  of  our  harbor, 
and  submit  the  same  to  the  City  Councils  for  their  action. 

The  undersigned  take  occasion  to  say  that  in  case  the  City 
Councils  approve  and  adopt  the  aforesaid  plan,  the  first  step 
toward  carrying  the  same  into  effect  must  be  to  get  possession 
of  Windmill,  Smith's,  and  part  of  Petty 's  Islands,  and  that 
the  cost  will  be  additional  to  the  estimate  of  $2,000,000,  made 
in  the  paper  of  Col.  Robert,  IT.  S.  Engineer,  which  is  a  part 
«  ithis  report.

You  ask  my  opinion  "as  to  the  legality  of  the  City  grant- 
ing privileges  to  owners  of  property  to  erect  bridges  across 
streets  connecting  their  properties,  so  as  to  have  communica- 
tion and  passage  from  one  building  to  the  other." 

I  am  of  opinion  that  Councils  have  the  right  to  grant  such 
a  privilege,  provided  it  in  no  wise  interferes  with  the  use  of 
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the  streets  as  public  highways.  Permission-  may  be  granted 
or  withheld  according  to  the  circumstances  in  each  case, 
Councils  having  the  right  to  exercise  their  best  discretion  in 
the  matter.

street :  Provided,  That  the  said  bridge  shall  be  situate  at  the 
distance  of  fourteen  (14)  feet  three  (3)  inches  from  the  build- 
ing line  of  No.  820  Walnut  street  and  fifteen  (15)  feet  five  (5) 
inches  from  the  building  line  of  No.  818  Walnut  street,  and 
that  it  shall  be  built  at  the  height  of  fifteen  (15)  feet  or  up- 
wards above  the  street  level,  and  that  the  dimensions  of  the 
said  bridge  shall  be  as  follows,  viz.  :  The  width  thereof  shall 
be  four  (4)  feet  four  (4)  inches  ;  the  height  of  the  sides  three 
(3)  feet;  and  that  the  said  sides  shall  be  built  of  glass  encased 
in  wood  or  iron,  and  so  constructed  as  to  admit  the  maximum 
amount  of  light.  That  in  addition  thereto,  during  rainy  or 
stormy  weather,  a  roof  of  a  movable  character,  the  height  of 
which  when  measured  from  the  bottom  of  said  bridge  shall  not 
exceed  six  and  a  half  (6J)  feet,  may  be  annexed  to  the  said 
bridge :  Provided  further,  That  the  said  Wilhelmina  Zeisse 
shall  locate  and  keep  at  all  times  lighted  on  the  centre  of  said 
bridge,  at  her  own  expense,  an  electric  light  of  the  most  ap- 
proved type  :  And  provided  further,  That  the  said  bridge 
shall  be  removed,  without  notice,  at  any  time  and  without  any 
expense  to  the  city,  upon  the  passage  of  a  resolution  or  ordi- 
dance  to  that  effect :  And  provided  further,  That  the  said 
Wilhelmina  Zeisse  first  pay  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  into 
the  City  Treasury  for  the  printing  of  this  ordinance.

This  item  increases  the  number  of  clerks  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  greatly  in  excess  of  the  num- 
ber heretofore  found  ample  to  properly  perform  the  work  of 
that  Department. 

I  am  aware  that  the  law  prescribes  that  all  moneys  due 
the  City  shall  be  paid  to  the  Receiver  of  Taxes,  and  that 
daily  returns  of  such  payments  be  made  to  the  City  Con- 
troller, but  I  feel  certain  that  all  the  requirements  of  the 
law  can  be  strictly  complied  with  without  this  increase  of 
employes,  and  increase  of  the  fixed  expenses  of  the  City. 

A  system  of  accounts  can  be  devised  by  the  Receiver  of 
Taxes,  the  City  Controller  and  the  Heads  of  Departments, 
which  have  heretofore  received  these  moneys,  by  which  the 
increase  of  the  clerical  force  would  be  rendered  unnecessary. 

I  have  the  honor  to  request  that  this  item  be  referred  to 
the  appropriate  committee  for  conference  with  the  Heads 
of  all  the  Departments  interested  in  this  matter.

It  is  a  matter  of  great  gratification  that  the  deficit  estimated 
in  the  statement  sent  from  this  Department  to  Councils  on 
September  1st  last  has  been  converted  into  an  actual  surplus 
of  over  a  quarter  of  a  million  of  dollars. 

That  statement:  contained  the  actual  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures of  all  the  Departments,  from  January  1  to  July  31, 
1887,  but  the  receipts,  from  August  1  to  December  31,  1887, 
were  estimated  from  information  obtained  from  the  Heads  of 
Departments  and  Bureaus,  except  where  the  law  requires  the 
average  receipts  during  the  preceding  five  years  to  be  taken 
as  a  basis. 

These  estimates  were  made  from  the  lowest  figures  of  anti- 
cipated  receipts  during  the  last  five  months  of  the  year.  In

many  cases  the  receipts  for  that  period  far  exceed  the  estimates, 
thus  converting  an  estimated  deficiency  into  an  actual  surplus.

There  is  a  net  increase  in  the  actual  receipts  of  the  several

There  were  charged  in  the  statement  as  liabilities  against 
the  City  two  payments  of  quarterly  appropriations  to  the 
Sinking  Fund  of  1139,900  and  $174,900,  with  the  belief  that 
both  payments  would  be  made  in  1887.  The  latter  sum  was 
not  paid  in  1887,  and  was  not  payable  until  January,  1888, 
and,  therefore,  should  not  have  been  charged  as  such  a  liability. 

The  sum  of  $174,900,  with  the  three  items  referred  to  will 
account  for  the  difference  between  the  estimated  deficiency  and 
the  actual  surplus. 

Without  reference  to  the  unappropriated  balance  derived 
from  the  current  tax  levy  and  other  estimated  items  of  revenue 
for  1888  it  will  be  possible  for  Councils  to  further  appropriate 
for  permanent  and  other  improvements  the  sum  of  $593,162.27. 

Whatever  sums  have  been  heretofore  appropriated  by  Coun- 
cils, against  which  contracts  have  not  been  registered,  and 
for  which  Councils  have  not  provided  a  non-merger,  have  been 
merged. 

No  provision  has  been  made  for  the  outstanding  judgments 
against  the  City,  which  are  held  by  the  Banks,  Trust  Compa- 
nies, and  individuals. 
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Receipts. 

The  receipts  from  Departments  and  items  for  1887,  as  com- 
pared with  those  of  1886,  show  an  increase  of  $1,629,246.09. 

The  revenue  of  1887  was  principally  derived  from  a  tax 
rate  of  $1.85  on  a  property  valuation  of  §028,679,312. 

The  tax  levy  of  1887  was  $11,184,237.96;  of  this, 
$10,600,753.82  was  collected,  leaving  a  balance  to  register 
(deducting  the  discount  allowed)  of  $585,889.10,  or  about  5^- 
per  cent,  of  the  tax  levy  uncollected. 

Of  the  tax  levy  of  1886  ($10,879,121.16)  there  was  col- 
lected $10,302,358.50,  leaving  a  balance  to  register  (deducting 
the  discount  allowed)  of  $577,729.59,  or  about  5^  per  cent, 
of  the  tax  levy  uncollected. 

During  theyear  1887  the  tax  payers  were  allowed  $51,249.95 
in  discounts;  the  City  received  back  in  penalties  $53,654.91. 

There  was  a  decrease  in  the  amount  of  delinquent  tax  col- 
lected in  1887  under  1886  of  $7,278.90. 

Of  these  taxes  there  was  collected  in  1881,  $1,339,457.92  ; 
in  1882,  $981,725.96;  in  1883,  $747,143.50;  in  1884,

Disbursements. 

In  1887,  the  disbursements  were  $2,993,544.15,  more  than 
the  disbursements  of  1886. 

The  incorporation  of  the  Gas  Bureau  as  one  of  the  Depart- 
ments of  the  City  Government,  while  it  increased  the  receipts 
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of  the  city,  at  the  same  time  added  largely  to  the  expenditures, 
which  mainly  accounts  for  the  excess  of  disbursements  in  1887 
over  1886.  Other  changes  made  under  the  new  charter  also 
increased  the  expenses. 

During  the  year  1887,  $460,473.11  of  the  warrants  of  pre- 
vious years  were  paid. 

For  Departments,  including  the  Public  Buildings,  there  was 
paid  |12,472,570  09.  If  to  this  be  added  $801,323.01,  war- 
rants countersigned  during  1887  for  the  Departments  and  yet 
outstanding,  the  total  cost  of  the  Departments,  including  Pub- 
lic Buildings,  for. the  year  1887  will  be  $13,273,893.10,  an 
increase  of  $3,843,015.96  over  1886. 

The  cost  of  Departments,  exclusive  of  Public  Buildings,  was 
$12,768,540.27. 

The  amount  paid  for  judgments,  executions,  etc.,  in  1887, 
was  $365,261.96,  including  $8,737.09,  amount  paid  through 
the  Department  of  Law,  as  authorized  by  Councils.

During  the  past  year  the  accounts  of  each  one  of  the  City 
and  County  Departments  have  been  completely  audited  by  this 
Department  for  1886,  and,  in  addition,  the  accounts  of  the 
Board  of  Guardians  of  the  Poor,  House  of  Correction,  Board 
of  Health,  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners,  Departments  of 
City  Ice  Boats,  Highways,  and  Fire  Escapes,  have  been 
audited  to  the  1st  of  April,  1887  ;  also,  the  accounts  of  each 
of  the  Magistrates,  the  County  Commissioners,  and  Commis- 
sioner of  Markets  and  City  Property  have  been  audited  for 
the  whole  of  the  year  1887.  In  addition,  the  four  auditors 
appointed,  under  the  ordinance  of  Councils,  for  the  audit  of 
the  accounts  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Philadelphia  Gas  Works, 
from  January  1,  1882,  to  April  1,  1887,  have  been  steadily 
engaged,  and  have  thus  far  completed  the  accounts  of  1882 
and  1883  and  a  part  of  1884.  1  will  endeavor  to  have  this 
work  completed  during  the  present  year,  and  will  then  present 
to  Councils  a  statement  of  the  results  of  this  audit. 
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The  new  Charter  of  the  City,  which  went  into  operation  on 
the  first  Monday  of  April  last,  has  necessarily  imposed  new 
and  difficult  duties  upon  many  branches  of  the  City  Govern- 
ment. With  some  exceptions  its  important  features  are  now 
in  full  force  and  operation,  and  this  has  been  brought  about 
with  comparatively  little  confusion  or  friction.  This  depart- 
ment, so  far  as  its  present  official  force  will  permit,  has  con- 
formed to  the  requirements  of  the  new  law. 

Under  the  present  system  the  expenditures  of  all  the  De- 
partments, Bureaus,  and  County  offices  a\*e  carefully  scruti- 
nized, and  are  entirely  limited  to  the  amounts  and  purposes 
indicated  by  ordinances  of  Councils.  The  receipts  of  the  same 
Departments.  Bureaus,  and  offices  are  also  supervised  and 
audited  as  required  by  law,  with  the  exceptions,  to  which  I 
shall  hereafter  allude. 

The  receipt  of  current  and  delinquent  taxes  resulting  from 
the  tax  levy  on  real  and  personal  property  is  surrounded  by 
safeguards  which  properly  protect  the  interests  of  the  tax- 
payers and  the  city.  At  the  commencement  of  each  year 
copies  of  the  current  and  delinquent  tax  books  are  furnished 
to  this  department.  Detailed  returns  are  then  made  to  this 
department  daily  by  the  Receiver  of  Taxes,  which  accurately 
indicate  the  name  of  the  person  paying  the  tax,  its  amount, 
and  the  location  of  the  property  upon  which  it  is  paid.  At 
any  time  it  is  possible  to  state  who  are  delinquent  tax-payers 
and  the  amount  of  the  delinquency. 

The  receipts  of  water  rents  are  similarly  audited,  but  the 
need  of  additional  clerical  assistance  has  delayed  the  audit  of 
these  accounts.  They  should  be  (as  with  the  tax  accounts) 
brought  always  up  to  date  so  that  when  the  period  shall  arrive 
to  deprive  the  delinquent  water-rent  tenant  of  the  further  use 
of  water  (September  1)  this  Department  should  be  able  to  give 
with  accuracy  the  names  of  such  delinquents. 

This  we  were  not  able  to  do  when  I  entered  upon  the  duties 
of  Controller,  and  we  have  not  been  able  since  to  advance  the 
audit  as  I  desire.  An  Ordinance  is  now  pending  in  Councils 
50 
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to  provide  four  Auditors  of  the  accounts  of  water  rents,  and  1 
respectfully  submit  that  these  clerks  should  be  added  to  this 
Department. 

Since  the  application  of  the  new  charter  no  additional  force 
has  been  provided  to  this  Department,  except  for  the  audit  of 
the  accouuts  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Gas  Works,  and  I  submit 
that  one  Department  Auditor  should  also  be  added  to  the 
present  force. 

The  Gas  Works  having  passed  under  the  management  of 
the  City  in  April  last,  appropriations  have  from  time  to  time 
been  made  by  Councils  for  the  expenses  of  the  Bureau. 

These  sums  have  been  paid  out  by  warrants,  but  only  after 
a  rigid  examination,  and  the  modes  and  purposes  of  such 
payments  have  closely  followed  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinances 
of  the  City. 

The  receipts  of  the  Gas  Bureau  from  the  consumption  of 
gas,  have  at  no  time  in  the  past  and  are  not  now  subjected  to 
any  audit  by  this  Department. 

I  receive  daily  returns  from  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  indicating 
the  gross  amount  received  each  day  for  the  consumption  of 
gas  and  the  sale  of  coke,  and  I  have  known  that  these  sums 
have  reached  the  City  Treasury. 

The  returns  have  not  designated  the  place  where  the  gas 
meter  has  been  located,  the  name  of  the  consumer,  the  amount 
of  gas  consumed,  and  whether  or  not  a  penalty  for  default  had 
been  collected. 

Indeed,  while  I  have  no  reason  to  believe  that  amounts  due 
for  the  consumption  of  gas,  have  not  been  collected  and  prop- 
erly accounted  for,  yet  under  the  present  system  such  an  abuse 
might  exist  for  a  considerable  time  before  the  evil  would  be 
corrected.  The  receipts  of  this  Bureau  should  be  as  com- 
pletely audited  by  this  Depaatment  as  are  those  derived  from 
taxes  and  water  rents. 

Every  taxpayer,  consumer  of  water  and  gas,  and  licensed 
citizen  should  know,  with  certainty,  that  the  amount  he  is 
obliged  to  pay,  for  these  privileges  reaches  the  City  Treasury, 
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and  he  also  has  a  right  to  know  whether  his  neighbor  pays  a 
similar  amount  for  the  same  privileges.  A  strict  and  close 
audit  of  the  accounts  of  receiving  departments  is  the  only  sure 
method  of  acquainting  him  of  the  fact. 

To  inaugurate  a  system  of  audits  of  the  gas  receipts  analo- 
gous to  that  of  the  Tax  Department,  it  will  he  necessary  to 
have  books  prepared  in  the  Gas  Bureau  for  each  month  or 
quarter,  giving  the  location  and  kind  of  meter,  name  of  con- 
sumer, amount  of  gas  consumed,  and  the  penalties,  if  there  are 
any  to  be  collected.  This  Department  will  then  he  informed 
of  the  nature  of  the  charge  and  the  amounts  that  should  be 
collected  by  the  Receiver  of  Taxes.  The  Receiver  of  Taxes 
should  then  present  detailed  daily  returns  of  the  receipts  for 
gas,  enabling  the  auditors  to  carefully  audit  the  books  and  ac- 
counts. This  system  will  require  additional  auditors,  but  it 
will  carry  out  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  new  law,  and  will 
tend  to  retain  the  public  confidence  in  the  fair,  equal,  and 
economical  management  of  the  Gas  Works. 

I  desire  to  renew  the  recommendations  contained  in  my  re- 
ports to  Councils  on  January  1,  1886,  and  January  1,  1887, 
relative  to  the  revision  of  the  Delinquent  Tax  Registers.  They 
are  now  encumbered  and  confused  by  claims  which  are  barred 
by  the  Statute  of  Limitations  ;  others  which  have  been  stricken 
off  by  the  Courts,  and  some  cases  which  have  been  paid  through 
the  executions  of  the  Courts,  but  have  not  been  satisfied  on  the 
record. 

For  information  in  detail  connected  financially  with  the 
operations  of  the  Department  of  City  Controller,  your  atten- 
tion is  respectfully  invited  to  the  subjoined  tables  :

Dear  Sir  : — In  response  to  your  request  of  the  25th  ult. 
for  a  thorough  report  of  the  present  condition  of  Fire  Engines 
in  this  Department,  with  probable  cost  of  placing  them  in 
first-class  serviceable  condition,  I  beg  leave  to  state :  "When 
the  Paid  Fire  Department  was  organized  the  old  volunteer 
svstem  had  in  its  possession  all  the  Steam  Fire  Engines  then 
in  the  city,  which  were  immediately  for  sale.  These  engines 
were  mostly  crude  and  first  attempts  of  numerous  builders — 
they  were  mostly  experimental — very  cumbrous,  and  by  far 
too  weighty  for  the  rapid  movements  required  in  times  of  fire. 
These  engines  were  purchased  by  the  city,  and  have  been 
patched  up  so  often  that  they  are  almost  worthless — their 
pumping  capacity  so  impaired  by  age  and  use  that  the  pressure 
from  the  hydrant  is  almost  as  effective.  They  have  now 
reached  such  a  state  that  further  repairing  or  patching  up  is 
entirely  out  of  the  question  and  money  wasted. 

To  commence  with  the  engines  purchased  from  the  Volun- 
teer Department,  we  still  have  in  use  the

What  it  would  cost  to  put  these  engines  in  condition  to  do 
the  work  required  of  them,  I  am  at  a  loss  to  conjecture,  and 
even  should  we  go  to  that  outlay,  we  still  have  the  same  old 
useless  machines,  as  is  the  case  with  the  old  Delaware  and 
Diligent  which  were  rebuilt  by  the  La  France  Steam  Fire 
Engine  Company  of  Elmira,  N.  Y.,  at  a  cost  of  $2,000  each. 

Many  of  these  engines  have  had  new  boilers  placed  on 
them — a  duplicate  of  the  original  in  external  diameter — the 
internal  capacity  lessened  by  reducing  the  heating  surface — 
no  calculation  whatever  made  as  to  the  capacity  of  the  boiler 
to  furnish  the  requisite  steam  for  a  cylinder  of  the  size  fast- 
ened to  the  boiler,  and  whatever  of  good  there  might  have 
been  in  them,  was  thrown  away  by  adhering  to  the  crude  ex- 
periments and  musty  ideas  of  the  past. 

Engines  1,  2,  3,  5,  and  27  are  single  pump  engines,  built 
by  John  Knowlton.  These  engines  are  over  fourteen  years 
old.  and  in  the  districts  in  which  they  have  been  used,  have 
done  fairly  good  service.  They  are  well  run  down  and  repairs 
are  badly  needed.  As  an  illustration  :  No.  2,  leaking  badly  in 
the  boiler,  was  brought  to  repair  shop  to  have  new  tubes  in- 
serted. The  old  tubes  were  taken  out,  when  it  was  found  that 
the  tube-sheets  were  worn  out.  When  the  tube-sheets  were 
taken  out,  it  was  discovered  that  the  shell  of  the  boiler  was 
completely  gone.  This  fact  could  not  have  been  ascertained 
in  any  other  way,  and  the  presumption  is  that  the  balance  of 
these  engines  may  be  similarly  affected,  so  that  they  are  un- 
certain, liable  to  give  out  at  any  moment,  and  experience 
teaches  us  that  that  moment  will  come  when  we  need  them 
most,  and  desire  efficient  means  to  protect  property. 

Engines  Nos.  6,  17,  19,  23,  and  30  are  single  pump  engines, 
built  by  George  Rickards  in  1885,  in  exact  conformity  with 
plans  drawn  by   Henry  Johnson,   Superintendent  of  the   De- 
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partment  Repair  Shop.  He  prescribed  every  detail  of  con- 
struction, and  specified  the  metals  to  be  used  in  the  various 
parts.  Nothing  was  left  to  the  judgment  of  the  builders  or 
any  one  else.  These  engines  have  been  failures.  The  best 
stream  ever  gotten  from  them  on  an  exhibition  test,  was  about 
150  feet.  These  engines  are  similar  to  the  Knowlton  in 
appearance,  and  with  a  view  of  improving  on  that  engine,  a 
larger  steam  cylinder,  working  a  smaller  pump,  was  placed  on 
them. 

As  these  are  comparatively  new  machines,  with  the  cylinder 
(steam)  capacity  of  doing  a  far  greater  amount  of  work,  I  would 
recommend  that  a  new  pump  be  placed  on  each  one  of  not  less 
than  of  inches  diameter,  with  the  requisite  outlets  and  connec- 
tions, costing  probably  $1,000  each. 

Engine  Company  No.  4  has  a  new  engine,  built  in  1887, 
by  the  La  France  Fire  Engine  Co.,  of  Elmira,  N.  Y.,  to  re- 
place the  one  furnished  by  the  same  Company  to  this  depart- 
ment, but  was  used  up  in  less  than  a  year  after  delivery.  This 
engine  is  somewhat  heavier,  and  is  not  nearly  so  well  finished 
as  its  predecessor.  The  feed  pump  and  leading  pipes,  etc.,  are 
too  much  exposed  and  liable  to  accident.  At  its  first  trial 
test,  which  occurred  at  Pennypacker's  barrel  factory,  in  the 
latter  part  of  December,  1887,  the  air-vessel  split,  and  the 
machine  did  but  indifferent  work  until  a  new  air-vessel  was 
procured.  The  engine  is  now  in  as  good  condition  as  an  en- 
gine of  this  pattern  and  make  can  possibly  be. 

Engine  No.  32  is  a  Silsby  rotary  engine,  placed  in  service 
January  5,  1886.  Its  first  trial  was  at  the  fire  at  No.  115 
Arch  street,  on  January  20,  where  for  fifteen  hours  it  threw 
two  streams.  Again,  six  days  later,  at  the  fire  715-719  Arch 
street,  it  threw  two  streams  for  eleven  hours,  two  severe  trial 
tests  of  a  most  exacting  character.  Up  to  this  time  it  has  been 
in  active  service,  never  been  in  the  repair  shop,  nor  has  it  cost 
the  city  one  dollar  for  any  repairs  whatever. 

At  the  House  of  Correction  is  a  small  La  France  engine, 
built  in  1887.  This  engine  is  placed  there  for  the  protection 
of  that  populous  institution,  and  the  residents  of  Holmesburg, 
Torresdale,  Tacony,  and  their  surroundings. 

In  the  matter  of  fire  extinguishers  we  must  keep  up  with 
the  march  of  modern  improvements.  With  the  means  at  our 
command  we  could  well  and  successfully  battle  with  the  flames 
which  consumed  the  old  three-storv  structures  of  which  the 
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city  appeared  to  be  composed,  but  when  builders  rear  their 
structures  eight,  nine,  and  ten  stories  in  height,  and  several 
hundred  in  depth,  it  requires  force  to  send  a  stream  of  water 
the  requisite  distance  to  reach  the  fire.  In  this  force-power 
our  machines  are  sadly  deficient.  When  fires  occur  such  as 
the  recent  Marks  Brothers'  disaster,  where  a  building  is  con- 
structed as  a  tinder-box,  and  filled  with  all  kinds  of  combus- 
tible goods,  it  is  worse  than  folly  to  endeavor  to  fight  the 
flames  where,  in  order  to  reach  the  flames,  it  compels  another 
engine  to  be  busily  employed  throwing  water  on  the  hoseman 
to  keep  them  from  being  cremated.  Then  it  is  we  realize  that 
Philadelphia  is  very  poorly  equipped  for  fighting  fire,  and  our 
engines  perfectly  useless  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  flames.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  the  Mayor  to  enter  into  a  contract  or  contracts 
for  an  increased  supply  of  gas. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  07\iain,  That  the  Mayor  be,  and  he  is, 
hereby  authorized  to  enter  into  a  contract  or  contracts  for  one 
year,  with  a  privilege  of  renewal  from  year  to  year,  with  a 
competent  person,  firm,  or  corporation,  for  the  manufacture 
and  delivery  into  the  City's  holders  of  not  exceeding  three 
million  (3,000,000)  cubic  feet  of  illuminating  gas  per  diem, 
and  as  much  more  as  the  City  may  desire  to  take  from  such 
contractors:  Provided,  That  said  contractors  shall  not  be 
required  to  furnish  more  than  three  million  (3.000,000)  cubic 
feet  per  diem,  unless  six  months'  notice  shall  first  be  given  to 
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enable  them  to  provide  the  apparatus  necessary  to  supply  the 
additional  amount.  All  gas  furnished  under  said  contracts 
shall  be  of  a  candle-power  not  less  than  twenty-two  (22)  sperm 
candles,  as  tested  at  any  point  within  said  city  where  said  gas 
is  exclusively  distributed,  at  a  price  not  more  than  fifty  (50) 
cents  per  thousand  cubic  feet.  The  City  to  be  at  no  expense 
for  buildings,  machinery,  labor,  or  material.  The  necessary 
works  for  the  generation  of  said  gas  shall  be  erected  at  such 
place  or  places  as  may  be  furnished  by  the  City  and  selected 
by  the  Mayor  and  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works.  The  amount  of  gas  furnished  shall  be  measured  by 
meters  supplied  by  the  City,  through  which  the  same  is  deliv- 
ered into  the  City's  holders,  and  payment  therefor  shall  be 
made  monthly,  on  the  certificate  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Gas,  approved  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works. 

Sect.  2.  The  contractors  shall  give  security  in  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  thousand  (100,000)  dollars  satisfactory  to  the 
City  Solicitor,  to  guarantee  the  faithful  performance  of  the 
contract,  both  as  to  the  time  of  the  erection  of  the  said  works, 
and  as  to  the  quality  and  quantity  of  the  gas  to  be  furnished. 
The  City  shall  not  be  liable  for  damages  in  any  way  or  from 
any  cause  in  connection  with  the  erection  of  buildings  or 
machinery,  or  in  connection  with  the  manufacture  of  said  gas 
and  its  delivery  into  the  City  holders,  and  the  contract  shall 
provide  proper  penalties  for  any  delay  or  failure  of  the  con- 
tractor to  furnish  the  gas  as  contracted  for.  The  City  shall 
have  the  right  at  any  time,  during  the  continuance  of  the  con- 
tracts or  their  renewals,  to  terminate  the  said  contracts  abso- 
lutely, or  to  purchase  the  works  and  machinery  which  may  be 
erected  under  said  contracts,  together  with  the  patent  rights, 
necessary  to  secure  to  the  City  the  use  of  the  same  within  its 
territory,  at  a  price  which  shall  be  ascertained  by  three  ap- 
praisers, one  to  be  chosen  by  the  City,  one  by  the  contractor, 
and  the  third  by  the  two  so  chosen  :  Provided,  That  the  maxi- 
mum price  at  which  the  patent  rights  shall  be  purchased  shall 
be  inserted  in  the  contract. 

,  Sect.  3.  In  order  to  secure  the  best  terms  for  the  City,  the 
Mayor  shall,  immediately  after  the  approval  of  this  ordinance, 
invite  proposals  in  writing  from  not  less  than  five  (5)  responsible 
parties  having  processes  for  making  gas  in  actual  operation. 
No  proposal  shall  be  received  or  considered,  unless  the  same 
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shall  be  accompanied  by  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand 
(50,000)  dollars,  with  two  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the 
Mayor  and  the  City  Solicitor,  and  conditioned  that  on  the 
failure  or  refusal,  within  thirty  days,  of  the  party  making  such 
proposal  to  enter  into  and  accept  said  contract,  and  keep  and 
perform  all  the  conditions  and  terms  therein  contained,  in  the 
event  of  the  same  being  awarded  to  him  or  them,  the  amount 
of  said  bond  shall  be  paid  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  as 
liquidated  damages.  All  proposals  shall  be  received  by  the

enclosing  a  resolution  passed  by  the  Common  Council  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  requesting  my  opinion  "as  to  the  right 
of  the  city  to  authorize  the  Mayor  to  enter  into  a  contract  for 
gas  other  than  carburetted  hydrogen  from  bituminous  coal  for 
illuminating  purposes." 

I  reply  as  follows :  The  ordinance  of  March  21,  1835, 
which  was  an  ordinance  for  the  construction  and  management 
of  the  Philadelphia  Gas  Works,  provides  inter  alia,  in  Section 
4  "that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  ...  to  proceed 
forthwith  to  construct  suitable  works  for  the  manufacture  of 
carburetted  hydrogen  gas  from  bituminous  coal  for  the  pur- 
poses of  public  and  private  illumination." 

This  is  the  only  ordinance  I  have  been  able  to  find  bearing 
upon  the  subject,  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  Councils  have 
the  right  to  authorize  the  Mayor  to  enter  into  such  a  contract 
as  that  referred  to  in  the  resolution. 

It  will  be  safer  in  the  said  ordinance  giving  authority  to  the 
Mayor  to  provide  for  the  repeal  of  that  portion  of  the  section 
in  the  ordinance  of  March  21,  1835,  which  refers  to  the  man- 
ufacture of  carburetted  hydrogen  gas.

Gentlemen  : — The  Sub-Committee,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  message  of  the  Mayor,  transmitting  through  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  a  report  from  John  R. 
Cantlin,  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Fire,  of  the  present 
condition  of  fire  engines  in  the  Fire  Bureau,  with  probable  cost 
of  placing  them  in  first-class  serviceable  condition,  (see  Ap- 
pendix No.  249),  respectfully  report  that  they  have  given 
careful  consideration  to  the  subject. 

The  Director  of  Public  Safety  and  the  Chief  of  the  Fire 
Bureau  rendered  every  assistance  in  ascertaining  the  facts. 
We  find  that  a  majority  of  the  fire  engines  in  service  were 
constructed  about  twenty-five  years  ago,  and,  of  course,  while 
they  are  in  fair  serviceable  condition,  they  cannot  be  expected 
to  render  as  good  service  as  those  now  being  constructed  with 
all  the  latest  improvements.  We  are  of  opinion  that  the  city 
should  renew  a  large  portion  of  our  engines  as  soon  as  possibly 
consistent  with  its  ability,  looking  to  all  the  demands  pressing 
upon  us  in  other  directions. 
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We  recommend  that  Councils  pass  an  appropriation  of  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  new 
engines.  That  while  the  Sub-Committee  recommend  this  ap- 
propriation, they  would  at  the  same  time  call  the  attention  of 
the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  to  the  incom- 
petency of  some  of  the  engineers  now  connected  with  the  De- 
partment, and  would  suggest  that  a  thorough  examination  be 
made  into  the  competency  of  all  the  engineers  by  the  Examin- 
ing Board.  The  Sub-Committee  had  before  them  a  letter  from 
G.  M.  Diven,  Vice  President  of  the  La  Prance  Fire  Engine 
Company,  Elmira,  N.  Y.,  complaining  that  the  report  of  the 
Chief  Engineer  had  done  great  injustice  to  the  steam  fire 
engines  built  by  the  said  company,  and  requesting  a  hearing 
before  a  Sub-Committee. 

His  letter  is  attached  to  this  report.  A  hearing  was  given 
him  as  well  as  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau.  The  Sub-Committee 
instructed  the  Chairman  and  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire 
Bureau  to  make  a  test  of  the  different  engines  in  the  Fire 
Bureau.  The  Chairman,  after  consulting  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Safety  and  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Finance  and  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau,  it  was 
deemed  inadvisable  to  have  a  test  at  the  present  time,  but  a 
test  will  be  made  at  an  early  day,  and  before  any  new  engines 
are  purchased  by  the  City  for  the  Bureau  of  Fire.

Dear  Sir  :— My  attention  has  been  called  to  a  report  of 
the  Chief  Engineer  of  your  Fire  Department  in  reference  to 
the  condition  of  the  steam  fire  engines  in  use  in  the  Depart- 
ment, which  I  am  told  has  been  referred  to  the  above  Com- 
mittee, of  which  you  are  chairman,  for  consideration,  and  report 
as  to  the  truth  of  the  statements  tlierein  contained.  This  re- 
port I  believe  does  great  injustice  to  the  steam  fire  engines 
built  by  the  La  France   Fire   Engine  Company,  of  Elmira, 
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N.  Y.,  now  in  service  in  your  department,  and,  on  behalf  of 
that  Company,  I  respectfully  ask  a  hearing  before  your  Com- 
mittee, in  order  that  I  may  demonstrate  what  I  am  sure  to  be 
the  fact,  that  Engine  No.  4,  built  by  our  Company,  has  done 
as  good,  if  not  better,  service  than  any  other  steam  engine 
ever  in  use  in  your  department.  I  do  not  accuse  your  Chief 
Engineer  of  intentionally  misrepresenting  the  facts,  but  the 
manner  in  which  his  statements  are  made  is  certainly  mislead- 
ing and  calculated  to  create  an  unfavorable  and  unjust  conclu- 
sion. 

Another  steam  fire  engine  sold  by  us  to  your  city  last  year 
T  do  not  find  in  the  list  of  fire  engines  in  service  attached  to 
the  Chief's  report.  I  am  told  that  this  engine  is  located  near 
the  House  of  Correction.  It  is  a  single  pump  engine,  but 
capable  of  doing  better  service  than  many  of  the  old  style  of 
engines  you  have  in  service. 

I  do  not  deem  it  proper  to  go  into  details  here,  but  if  you 
will  give  our  Company  a  hearing  I  promise  to  prove  to  you 
that  the  No.  4  engine  has  done  better  service  than  is  awarded 
to  it  in  the  report  of  the  Chief,  and  that  you  have  and  can 
have  no  better  engine  for  its  capacity  in  service  in  your  city. 

I  should  not  ask  this  hearing  but  for  the  fact,  that  the  man- 
ner in  which  the  statements  regarding  our  work  is  made  in  the 
report,  and  the  manner  in  which  these  statements  are  being 
used  elsewhere,  are  calculated  to,  and  are,  doing  us  injury. 
We  have  tried  faithfully  and  honestly  to  do  good  and  efficient 
work  for  your  city  ;  believe  that  we  have  done  so,  and  think 
we  are  fairly  entitled  to  an  opportunity  to  refute  the  unjust 
impression  that  has  gone  abroad  to  our  injury  from  the  incor- 
rect statements  and  inferences  of  the  report  referred  to  you  for 
consideration. 

If  you  will  grant  us  a  hearing,  we  will  respond  promptly, 
either  by  a  written  communication  in  detail  or  orally,  as  you 
may  desire,  or  both  orally  and  in  writing.
